Although  the  tests  yesterday  were 
made  under  unfavorable  conditions 
for  hydraulicklng,  owing  to  recent 
weather  conditions,  the  satisfying 
results  obtained  fully  established 
that  the  bench  gravels  along  the 
Leech  River  are  auriferous.  The 
yardage  washed  up  in  the  test  was 
three  or  four  yards  above  bed-rock. 

Work  Is  being  conducted  on  what 
is  considered  to  be  an  old  chan- 
nel, but  the  opinion  was  expressed 
that  this  channel  will,  as  operations 
proceed,  open  up  the  original  main 
channel  of  the  river,  where  even 
higher  values  may  be  expected. 
CAREFUL  PLANNING 
Work  was  not  started  until  a  close 
study  of  the  records  of  the  placer 
miners  of  the  sixties  was  made. 
These  indicated  that  the  chief  values 
were  recovered  where  streams  flowed 
Into  the  Leech  from  the  north. 

The  narrowness  of  the  river 
course  limited  the  operations  of  the 
miners  in  the  rush  of  1864  to  Leech 
River,  but  despite  the  handicaps  of 
those  early  days,  it  is  recorded  that 
approximately  $1,000,000  rewarded 
the  crude  operations  of  pioneer 
miners. 

The  present  operations  comprise 
a  well-thought-out  system.  A  dam 
has  been  constructed  at  an  elevation 
of  200  feet  above  the  sluices,  giving 
a  fine  head  of  water  for  the  moni- 
tor. The  sluices  are  so  constructed 
as  to  catch  a  maximum  of  the 
coarser  particles  and  flakes  passing 
over  the  riffles,  while  traps  are  so 
arranged  as  to  recover  the  black 
sand  and  concentrates  containing 
flour  gold.  The  early  miners  were 
unable  to  recover  the  minute  par- 
ticles, and  thereby  lost  considerable 
values. 

The  enterprising  syndicate  which 
is  conducting  work  has  a  lease  on 
the  river  ground,  and  expects  to 
operate  for  a  distance  of  two  miles 
to  the  fork  of  the  river  with  the 
Booke  River,  mining  the  length 
along  which  the  high  values  were 
recovered  in  the  placer  rush. 

Leech  River  gold  values  were  dis- 
covered in  1864  by  Foley  and  Mac- 
donald,  two  members  of  Dr.  Brown's 
exploring  expedition.

F->ley  .nul  .v1  iudonalrt  pm 
pected  the  streams,  and  on  C>< 
stream  later  named  in  honor  of 
Lieutenant  U  '  l  li  .struck  pa\  dll  t 
that  went  as  high  as  one  dollar  to 
the  pan. 

Dr.  Brown  conveyed  the  infor- 
mation of  the  discovery  to  Governor 
Kennedy,  and  its  publication  in  The 
Colonist  resulted  in  a  stampede  to 
the  vicinity,  prospectors  going  by 
boat  to  the  mouth  of  the  Hooke  urui 
then  making  a  difficult  trip  over  a 
rough  country  to  the  diggings.  The 
ruAh  started  late  in  July,  and  before 
the  end  of  the  year,  it  was  recorded 
more  than  $100,000  in  gold  had  been 
recovered.  How  much  more  was 
taken  out  that  first  year,  of  which 
the  Government  had  no  record, 
will  never  be  known. 

LARGE  TOWN 
Leechtown.  a  substantial  log-con- 
structed town,  sprang  Into  being, 
and  at  one  time  had  a  population  of 
3,000  persona.  Mining  continued  on 
a  fairly  large  scale  in  1865.  when 
the  Big  Bend  excitement  drew  many 
of  the  miners  In  the  new  stampede, 
but  for  many  years  operations  were 
carried  on.  and  conservative  esti- 
mates place  the- wealth  taken  from 
the  area  at  $1,000,000. 

There  is.  in  the  opinion  of  mem- 
bers of  the  party  who  visited  Leech 
River  yesterday,  no  reason  to  doubt 
but  that  further  substantial  values 
wUl  be  mined  from  the  area  that 
will  contribute  much  to  the  pros- 
perity of  Victoria.

The  historical  section  of  the  re- 
port accepts  the  first  eight  chapters 
of  the  report  of  the  Lytton  investi- 
gating commission  as  a  basis  for  the 
period  covered.  These  chapters  gen- 
erally recited  the  events  which  re- 
sulted in  the  Far  Eastern  hostilities 
The  concluding  section  of  the  sub- 
commlttees  reports  embodies  the 
ten  points  set  forth  in  the  Lytton 
document. 

The  subcommittee  recommended 
that  the  disputing  parties  enter  into 
negotiations  for  settlement  under 
the  auspices  of  a  special  commission 
of  powers,  in  which  the  United 
States  and  Russia  would  be  Invited 
to  participate. 

NO  RECOGNITION 
Another  recommendation  was  that 
all  members  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions continue  to  refuse  to  recognize 
the  Government  of  Manchukuo. 
which  was  set  up  with  Japanese 
assistance  to  rule  Manchuria. 

The  subcommittee  insisted  that 
Manchuria  remain  under  Chinese 
sovereignty,  and  declared  that  Ja- 
pan's military  measures  after  Sep- 
tember 18.  1931— the  date  of  the 
first  conflict  at  Mukden -were  not 
legitimate  self-defence. 

The  signatories  of  the 
Kellogg  Pact  and  the  Nine-Power 
Treaty  will  be  invited  to  subscribe 
to  the  League  Assembly's  report. 

A  STRONG  DOCUMENT 

A  spokesman  for  one  of  the  great 
I  powers  remarked  that  the  document 
drawn  up  by  the  subcommittee  was 
|  far  stronger  than  any  that  had 
existed.  A  plenary  session  of  the 
Assembly  to  consider  it  probably 
will  be  held  about  February  21.

Mr.  Fraser  left  school  at  an  early 
age.  He  was  keenly  Interested  in 
bookkeeping  and  accountancy,  and 
left  school  to  work  for  different 
banks,  including  the  Merchants 
Bank,  where  he  gained  further 
knowledge  of  financial  matters.  He 
won  rapid  promotion  and  In  course 
of  time  became 
branches  of  the 
in  many  small  Ontario  towns, 

He  became  manager  of  that  in 
stitutlon  in  Walkerton,  County 
Bruce.  Later,  when  that  bank  was 
merged  into  the  Merchants  Bank 
in  March.  1868,  lie  was  taken  to  the 
head  office  in  Montreal  to  become 
one  of  the  supervising  inspectors. 
He  took  the  office  of  Kingston 
manager  in  1872,  continuing  there 
until  1881. 

Later  he  established  his  own  bank 
in  Kingston.  Ontario,  but  it  failed 
and  he  lost  his  all.  Undaunted  by 
this  failure,  he  came  West  to  seek 
his  own  fortune  anew,  and  arrived 
here  in  1866  and  started  in  business. 
He  took  over  an  old  bakery  in  the 
Victoria  We.st  district  and  built,  it 
up  into  a  profitable  enterprise,  only 
again  to  meet  failure  when  the 
Point  Elllce  Bridge  disaster  occurred. 
This  incident,  coupled  with  a  rapid 
rise  In  the  price  of  flour,  contributed 
to  his  abandonment  of  the  once 
flourishing  baking  business. 

STARTS  AGAIN 
Once  again  he  sought  to  re-estab- 
lUh  himself  and.  although  at  an 
age  when  most  men  contemplate 
retirement,  sought  a  position  with 
the  Arm  of  Swlnerton  &  Musgrave 
He  left  them  to  become  account- 
ant for  The  Dally  Colonist,  with 
which  Arm  he  was  connected  up  to 
the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  with 
the  newspaper  for  twenty  years,  and 
during  the  last  few  years  found 
pleasure  In  walking  to  and  from 
work.  He  was  the  picture  of  health 
and  the  object  of  much  comment, 
owing  to  his  remarkable  keenness  of 
mind  and  physique. 

In  his  early  home  influences  he 
imbibed  the  8cottish  traditions  and 
sentiments  so  strongly  that  he 
passed  among  his  acquaintances  as 
a  "born  Hielan'  man." 

HIGHLAND  GATHERINGS 
He  twice  attended  the  Highland 
gatherings  at  Banff,  the  last  time 
three  years  ago.  when  his  pictur- 
esque appearance  attracted  the  at- 
tention cf  one  of  the  Associated 
Press  photographers.  The  picture 
taken  at  that  time  was  distributed 
all  over  the  world,  appearing  In 
British.  Australian,  South  African 
and  other  Journals,  as  typical  of 
the  Scotsmen  present  at  the  notable 
gathering,  -n  this  connection  it 
Is  worth  noting  that  although  he 
had  the  appearance  and  bearing  of 
a  true  Scot,  he  had  never  visited 
the  Old  Land. 

He  was  a  man  who  was  Imbued 
with  a  sincere  religious  outlook.  He 
never  smoked  or  drank  and  was  a 
staunch  supporter  of  the  Presbyter- 
Ian  Church  until  the  union,  when 
he  became  an  equally  staunch  sup- 
porter of  the  United  Church  In  Can 
ada.  Ht  was  an  elder  in  the  Victoria 
West  United  Church,  and  prior  to 
the  union  an  elder  of  8t.  Paul's 
Presbyterian  Church. 

He  was  married  in  1872  to  Miss 
Wlnewood  McKenzle.  at  St.  Thomas. 
Ontario.  His  wife  predeceased  htm 
in  1894,  before  the  family  moved 
West. 

THOSE  SURVIVING 
His  eldest  daughter,  the  late  Miss 
Annie  Ermatlnga  Praser.  author  of 
the  posthumously  published  "Drum 
of  LAnoraye,"  died  In  1930.  Surviv- 
ing children  are  Mrs.  Lawrence 
Newlands,  wife  of  the  manager  of 
the  Oregon  Cement  Company,  of 
Oswego  and  Portland.  Ore;  Miss 
Kate  Fraser.  of  the  Bank  of  Mont- 
real .staff  in  Victoria,  and  Miss  May 
FraseT.  both  of  whom  have  been 
living  at  the  family's  Esquimau 
home.

NEUNKIRCHEN,  Saar  Territory. 
Germany,  Feb.  11  (API— The  num- 
ber of  dead  from  yesterday's  explo- 
sion of  a  gas  tank  at  the  Neunklr- 
chen  Iron  Works  slowly  mounted 
today  to  sixty-eight  and  police  said 
that  the  total  was  not  likely  to  be 
greatly  exceeded. 

So  far  as  the  authorities  could 
tell,  there  were  no  foreigners  among 
the  victims.  The  police  estimated 
180  persons  had  been  seriously 
Injured  and  more  than  300  .slightly 
hurt.

Distraught  residents  of  the  ruined 
working  class  section  of  the  city 
near  the  Iron  works  were  poking 
about  in  the  wreckage  of  their 
homes,  looking  for  remnants  of  their 
property.

EMERGENCY  EMPLOYMENT  PLAN

of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  during  the  coming 
few  weeks  has  for  Its  object  an  "Emergency  Em- 
ployment Plan."  It  Is,  In  effect,  an  attempt  to 
induce  householders  in  Victoria  and  the  adjacent 
municipalities  to  provide  odd  Jobs  which  it  Is 
hoped  in  the  aggregate  will  give  a  substantial 
measure  of  relief  to  the  unemployed  and  be  the 
means  of  saving  the  taxpayers  some  modicum  of 
what  is  now  being  expended  on  direct  relief. 

Every  householder  is  to  be  asked,  personally 
if  possible,  to  do  his  or  her  share  In  the  provision 
of  emergency  work  in  or  about  the  homes  of  the 
community.  Each  will  be  asked  for  a  pledge  that 
within  the  next  few  months,  wherever  possible, 
some  little  expenditure  will  be  made,  some  jobs 
given  to  aid  those  who  are" out  of  work.  Those 
so  obligated  will,  of  course,  only  be  held  morally 
responsible.    Nothing  in  the  nature  of  compul- 
sion, could  be  used  in  the  campaign.    It  Is  an 
apfleal  to  the  better  Instincts  of  our  citizens  to 
make  a  mass  effort  to  relieve  the  distress  that 
prevail*.    Moreover,  citizens  are  to  be  asked  to 
ex«rclM  their  full  purchasing  power;  to  buy  the 
article*  they  need;  to  put  money  In  circulation 
that  in  some  Instances  is  being  hoarded ;  in  effect, 
to  do  their  part  in  solving  the  problems  of  the 
time. 

The  campaign  has  been  well  organized.  It 
should  be  successful,  for  when  the  mass  of 


citizens  are  shown  a  way  in  which  they  can  help 
others,  and  In  the  process  help  themselves,  there 
is  little  doubt  that  they  will  respond.  The  com- 
mittee in  charge  of  the  campaign  has  prepared 
an  elaborate  schedule  of  suggestions  as  to  what 
householders  can  do  In  Instances  where  the 
money  Is  available.  The  hope  is  that  what  Is 
proposed  will  lead  to  an  expenditure  within  a 
limited  time  of  $500,000.  That  goal  can  easily  be 
reached  if  the  public  become  fully  seized  of  the 
importance  of  what  is  proposed.  The  scheme,  if 
it  fulfils  the  hopes  of  its  proponents,  will  un- 
doubtedly have  the  effect  of  promoting  a  better 
measure  of  confidence  in  the  future  than  has 
prevailed  here  for  sometime  past. 

THE  QUIET  MIND 


There  have  been  few  if  any  periods  within 
living  memory  when  so  many  persons  suffered 
from  nervous  irritability  as  at  present.  It  may 
be  expected  that  tills  ahoifld  be  the  case  among 
those  who  have  a  hard  struggle  for  existence. 
The  nervousness  that  Irritability  connotes,  how- 
ever, njhkes  its  Influence  felt  far  beyond  those 
wh*>-  hive  any  real  cause  for  material  worry. 
There  is  the  spectacle  of  a  large  section  of  hu- 
manity permitting  Itself  voluntarily  to  be 
fretted  and  frayed  by  the  worries  of  the  time. 
There  are  molehills  that  fill  the  field  of  vision 
translated  into  mountains  of  difficulty. 

On  the  other  hand,  no  one  endowed  with 
spiritual  discernment  can  fall  to  cultivate  the 
quiet    mind.     Such    individuals    raise  them- 

ves  to  a  high  moral  level.  To  them  even  that 
level  is  but  an  Instalment  of  the  Ideal  to  which 
that  which  is  spiritual  within  them  bids  them 
asjlre.  Those  who  have  not  this  spiritual  dis- 
cernment cannot  appreciate  how  so  many  of 
the, mundane  considerations,  on  which  men  and 
women  expend  their  time  and  energies,  are 
often  miserably  unworthy  of  the  end  desired. 
With  some,  and  with  too  many,  the  cares  and 
trials  of  this  transitory  period  on  earth  dwarf 
all  other  considerations.  The  quiet  mind  be 
longs  to  those  who  can  see  things,  at  intervals 
it,  least,  sub  specie  aeternltatis. 

Truly  to  envisage  life  in  all  Its  bearings  Is  to 
believe  that  there  are  things  that  matter  a 
griat  deal,  that  there  are  undoubtedly  affairs 
that  matter  very  little,  but  that  what  matters 
most  is  a  central  hope  of  something  better  than 
all  material  strivings.  If  that  belief  is  held  and 
•  lung  to  it  will  correct  the  vision  affecting 
every  problem  and  enable  those  who  have'  such 
spiritual  discernment  to  place  happenings  In  their 
true  perspective.  In  effect  what  Is  wanted  to 
quench  futile  Irritability  and  to.  promote  the 
quiet  mind  Is  faith  that  whatever  difficulties 
are  encountered  now  are  only  fleeting  and 
that  there  are  permanences  that  all  experience 
inrfcntrovertibly  proves. 

There  Is  the  experience  of  the  soul  as  well  as 
of  the  body.  Faith  has  to  wait,  with  quiet  mind, 
wilh  the  endurance  that  spiritual  conviction 
brings;  it  must  find  its  final  conviction  when 
tht  teaching  of  life  makes  truth  more  evident. 
In  the  period  of  waiting  those  Who  have  faith 
allied  as  it  is  with  hope,  are  fitting  themselves 
for  a  clearer  vision  by  their  fidelity  to  the  truth 
of  life  that  all  are   constantly  experiencing 
Real  Christianity,  therefore,  is  a  test  of  how 
men  live  their  dally  lives.  It  is  more  of  an  act. 
or  series  of  acts,  than  a  iWinltlan  or  a  declara- 
tion.   It  is  axiomatic  that  there  is  much  thPt 
we  do  not  know  and  cannot  know.  If  every- 
thing was  an  open  book  there  would  be  no  need 
for  faith.  Thus  It  is  that  the  truth  to  which 
Christianity  bears  witness  does  not  lend  Itself 
to  any  formal  expression.   The  knowledge  of 
what  Is  best  for  governing  our  way  of  life  is 
it  Is  true,  summarized  and  expounded  in  the 
Book  of  Eternal  Verities,  but,  as  well,  that  knowl- 
edge Is  the  result  of  faith  s  experience.  The  true 
Christian  never  wants  to  put  an  end  to  faith's 
adventure.   He  Is  satisfied  to  bellere  the  Author 
and  Finisher  of  that  falth-'What  I  do  thou 
knowest  not  now  but  thou  shalt  know  hereafter  " 
The  quiet  mind,  induced  by  the  means  and 
measures  of  men  s  apprehension  of  the  super 
natural,  Is  induced  as  well  by  a  belief  that  Dl 
vine  revelation  Is  not  as  yet  perceived  by  sight 
or  by  reason.   To  Those  with    faith  spiritual 
reality  Is  discernible.  There  is  the  law  of  spirit 
ual  perception.  The  pure  in  heart  see  God  and 
see  Hlni  to  the  degree  that  faith  maintains 
that  purity.  The  true  quest  of  mankind  is  not 
lifes  mystery  but  faith  s  victory,  it  is  through

No  one  without  his  admirable  dis- 
position and  keen  sense  of  duty  would  have 
toiled  so  long 

Mr.  Fraser  embodied  what  practical  Chris- 
tianity should  be.  He  was  au  inspiration  to  his 
fellow-workmen  by  his  faithfulness  and  loyalty 
and  because  of  the  fact  that  at  his  age  his  motto 
continued  to  be  that  of  service.  No  one  could 
see  one  of  his  venerable  years  performing  his 
task  so  punctiliously  and  with  such  enthusiasm 
without  being  inspired  by  hi*  example.  He  was 
imbued  with  the  strong  faith  and  stern  resolve 
of  the  generation  of  early  Canadians  Into  which 
he  was  born.  In  his  youth,  In  an  environment 
more  rugged  than  any  of  which  the  present  gen- 
eration knows,  he  imbibed  resolves  which  gov- 
erned his  life.  They  were  high  resolves  which 
made  him  discipline  his  career  and  gave  htm 
the  ability,  by  virtue  of  his  tenor  of  living  to 
inculcate  discipline  In  others.  There  was  nothing 
narrow  In  his  principles  or  tenets.  His  was  a 
religion  which  had  the  effect  of  exercising  a 
beneficent  influence  on  all  to  whom  he  gave  ad 
vice.  To  know  him  was  to  have  the  privilege  of 
communing  with  a  mind  rich  with  thought  on 
the  lessons  of  the  experiences  of  life. 

Mr.  Fraser,  a  Canadian  by  birth  and  one  who 
could  recall  vividly  more  than  three-quarters  of 
a  century  of  this  country's  development,  never 
forgot  his  Scotch  ancestry.  He  was  justly  proud 
of  It,  and  it  held  second  place  In  his  thoughts 
to  his  pride  in  his  Canadian  nationality.  He  was, 
as  such  a  keen  observer  was  bound  to  be,  a 
rich  repository  of  anecdote  asneciaiiv  ihmit  v»a*t_ 
penings  In  the  Dominion  which  but  few  are  left 
to  remember.

It  appears  to  us  that  the  people 
of  Canada  have  not  yet  been  thor- 
oughly aroused  as  to  the  gravity  of 
the  railway  situation     The  people 
have  been  told  that  they  are  paying 
at  the  rate  of  a  million  dollars  a 
week  for  the  whistle  which  Is  so 
dear  to  the  heart  of  the  sentimen- 
talists.

"The  Bishop's  Jaegers'*  does  not 
possess  the  delicious  impudence  of 
"Turnabout"  or  the  gay  whimsi- 
cality of  "The  Nigi-it  Life  of  the 
Oods,"  by  the  same  author.  The 
humor  seems  at  times  labored  and 
lacks  the  spontaneity  of  the  earlier 
books.

British  Columbia  Aviation 
eaders  Will  Suggest  Offi- 
cial Invitation  Be  Sent

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VANCOUVER,  Feb.  11— Captain 
James  Mollison.  whose  long-distance 
flights  have  marked  him  as  one  of 
the  world's  outstanding  airmen,  and 
his  famous  wife.  Amy  Johnson,  may- 
be invited  to  make  a  tour  of  Canada 
this  Summer. 

In  addition  to  the  tour,  with 
leisurely  stops  at  all  cities  on  the 
trans&anada  air  mail  route,  it  ia 
.suggested  that  the  Mollison*  should 
make  a  nonstop  flight  across  the 
Dominion,  either  from  Vancouver 
to  Montreal  or  from  Montreal  to 
Vancouver. 

The  Mollison*  are  reported  to  be 
|  considering  a  transatlantic  flight, 
and  it  is  urged  that  the  tour  of 
Canada  should  follow  that  event  If 
undertaken. 

The  proposal,  which  emanates 
from  a  number  of  aviation  leaders 
In  Vancouver,  will  be  laid  before 
the  Department  of  Civil  Aviation  In 
Ottawa,  through  which  the  official 
Invitation  would  be  extended,  and 
the  Canadian  Flying  Clubs'  Associa- 
tion.

VANCOUVER,  Feb.  11— Dr.  H.  W 
Riggs  was  re-elected  chairman  oi 
the  board  of  directors  of  Vancouver 


Reiterating  his  assertions  of  the 
need  for  drastic  economy  during  the 
prenaratlon  of  this  year's  budget, 
and  warning  the  teachers  that  fur- 
ther reduction  will  be  necessary  in 
their  salaries.  Reeve  William  Crouch 
reviewed  the  present  financial  situa- 
tion in  Saanich.  before  the  full 
fash-'body  of  teachers,  at  Mount  View 
High  School  last  night.  Councillor 
W.  R.  Woods,  chairman  of  the  fi- 
nance committee,  also  attended, 
supporting  the  reeve  in  his  state- 
ments. There  was  a  full  attendance 
of  the  school  trustees. 

"You  are  told  that  school  costs 
comprise  nearly  50  per  cent  of  the 
tax  levy,  but  In  reality  they  total 
more,"  the  reeve  stated,  explaining 
that,  last  year,  the  council  had  been 
called  upon  to  supply  the  board  with 
an  additional  $15,000  to  the  amount 
raised  by  the  school  levy  of  13  3-4 
mills. 

ADDED  COSTS 

"The  council  this  year  is  facing 
odded  costs  In  the  form  of  social 
services  and  unemployment  relief, 
totaling  nearly  $65,000."  continued 
the  reeve.  He  explained  that,  al- 
though an  increase  in  taxation 
might  appear  to  overcome  this  defi- 
cit, he  did  not  think  it  would  do, 
as  many  ratepayers  who  could  not 
pay  last  year  certainly  would  be  un- 
able to  pay  a  higher  rate.

support.  Dr.  R.  A.  Armstrong,  its 
editor  and  himself  a  pastor,  sees  In 
the  Toronto  meetings  something  like 
a  repetition  of  the  days  of  the  early 
Church  and  a  fresh  chapter  of  the 
Acts  of  Apostles.  "It  swept  through 
Toronto,"  he  writes,  "in  a  way  that 
looked  like  the  wonderful  works  of 
Ood'  of  the  apostolic  days." 

Dr.  W.  M.  Rochester,  on  the  other 
hand,  editor  of  The  Presbyterian 
Record,  in  an  extended  appraisal  of 
the  movement,  states  that  "we  are 
bound  to  say  that  our  conclusion  is 
adverse,"  and  that,  in  spite  of  wide 
welcome  and  approval  in  various 
parts  of  the  world,  "their  abiding 
contribution  to  the  extension  of 
Jesus'  kingdom  has  yet  to  be  dis 
closed."  This  Presbyterian  editor 
found  that  in  Toronto  some  minis- 
ters "committed  themselves  in  abject. 

influence,  but  the  ministers  of  our 
Church,  though  they  embraced  every 
opportunity  to  study  the  movement 
and  to  judge  it  fairly,  were  con- 
strained at  least  to  withhold  their 
approval,  and  this  we  believe  to  be 
true  of  the  great  majority  of  the 
clergy  of  Toronto."

This 
Journal  serializes  the  official  pam- 
phlets and  has  a  live  correspondence 
team. 

The  Baptists  of  Eastern  Canada 
seem  to  be  aligning  themselves  with 
the  movement.  Their  organ.  The 
Canadian  Baptist,  has  been  sympa- 
thetic and  several  commendatory 
)iAV£  fcppWMTft  in  its  col 
umns.  Rev.  Dr.  O.  A.  Smith,  of 
Montreal,  endorsed  It  for  Its  evan- 
gelism and  attested  to  the  evangeli- 
cal doctrine  of  its  leaders.  Dr.  H.  H. 
Bingham,  of  Walmer  Road  Church, 
Toronto,  states  that  one  sees  "some 
risks  and  excesses"  with  which  he 
cannot  agree,  but  also  "great  values 
essential  to  conserve  and  emphasize." 
The  messengers  of  "life  changing" 
have  made  needed  emphases  on  the 
fact  of  sin,  on  the  necessity  of  con- 
version and  confession  of  faults  and 
sins.

Dr.  W.  B.  Creighton 
tired  a  broadside  against  it  In  the 
issue  of  December  21.  and  in  the 
next  issue,  which  contained  a  pro- 
test from  Church  leaders  against  his 
attack,  closed  the  paper  to  any  more 
comment  on  the  ground  that  "noth- 
ing could  be  gained  by  a  further  dis- 
cussion In  the  present  disturbed  and 
excited  state  of  mind  In  which  many 
find  themselves."  Since  that  date, 
for  a  reader  of  The  New  Outlook  It 
Was  almost  as  if  the  Oxford  Group 
Movement  did  not  exist. 

Dr.  Creighton's  reaction  to  "For 
Sinners  Only."  which  he  termed  the 
Bible  of  the  movement,  was  that 
"what  Intelligence  we  bad  rebelled 
at  almost  every  page  of  it."  Expos- 
ing himself  to  every  phase  of  the 
Oroup's  activities  in  Toronto,  this 
veteran  editor  states  that  "li  it  were 
impossible  to  say  much  in  favor  of 
the  movement  before  we  saw  It 
work.  It  Is  doubly  and  trebly  impos- 
sible now."  He  found  the  testimonies 
that  were  given  at  the  initial  meet- 
ing "the  most  unblushing  piece  of 
exhibitionism  we  had  ever  seen," 
and  a  meeting  at  which  matters  of 
sex  were  discussed  "win  abide  as 
one  of  the  hideous  memories  of  a 
lifetime."  For  the  "steady,  every- 
day work  of  the  Church."  Dr. 
Creighton  Is  of  the  opinion  that  "it 
will  be  made  more  complicated  and 
difficult  In  many  ways  through  the 
visitors'  Influence." 

CHURCH  LEADERS  PROTEST 
This  arraignment  by  the  official 
Church  organ  brought  out  a  strong 
protest  in  the  next  Issue,  signed  by 
seven  Church  leaders,  including  Dr. 
Geo.  A.  Pidgeon.  Dr.  E.  Leslie  Pld- 
geon.  Dr.  Trevor  Da  vies  and  Geo. 
G.  D.  Kilpatrick.  who  stated  "their 
profound  conviction  that  the  move- 
ment Is  of  Ood."  Differences  about 
methods  should  not  blind  believers, 
these  .wen  claimed,  "to  Its  central 
demand  for  completely  surrendered 
lives  and  to  the  effect  of  that  de- 
mand on  our  people."  These  pastors 
found  that  "lives  In  great  numbers 
had  been  changed,  often  with  dra- 
matic suddenness:  in  other  cases 
fear  and  doubt  and  anxiety  are  be- 
ing replaced  by  peace  and  rejoicing 
confidence,  and  many  defeated  and 
1  workers,  including  mln- 
have  become  life  changers.  In 
I  hands  the  Oospel  is  once 
more   the  power  of  Ood  unto  saiva- 


terlan  Record,  however.  Rev.  John 
McNab.  of  Toronto,  finds  "sharing'' 
and  "guidance"  "morally  danger- 
ous," and  the  technique  of  the 
movement  has  "a  little  of  Christian 
Science,  a  little  of  Spiritualism,  and 
even  a  little  of  Mormonlsm."  The 
declaration  on  doctrine  of  one  of 
the  team  before  the  Presbyterian 
Assembly  committee  on  evangelism 
was  found  unsatisfactory.  The 
Such  man  type  of  confession,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Rochester,  induced 
under  high  emotional  tension,  with 
sordid,  shameful  and  corrupting 
particularity,  merits  severest  repro- 
bation." 

The  Canadian  Student,  the  organ 
of  the  Canadian  8tudent  Movement 
gives  a  qualified  endorsatlon  as  be- 
ing "a  movement  of  the  Holy  Spirit," 
but  claims  that  its  demands  for 
absolute  unselfishness  and  love  do 
not  explicate  clearly  the  truth  of 
social  righteousness,  which  should, 
this  monthly  holds,  be  a  paramount 
issue. 

WrltUig  in  The  New  Outlook  under 
the  caption.  "A  Psychiatrist  Looks 
jat  the  Oxford  Group  Movement," 
O.  H.  Stevenson,  M  D..  finds  it  defi- 
nitely harmful  on  the  six  following 
counts:  Centring  the  thought  of  the 
Individual  on  sin  in  his  own  life-  In- 
culcation of  that  most 
form  of  selfishness,  morbid 
spection;  emotional  orgies  dealing 
with  sex.  which  might  become  al- 
most a  verbal  form  of  sex  perver- 
sion; the  emphasis  on  discontinuing 
the  use  of  Intelligence  and  substi- 
tuting a  purely  emotional  subcon- 
scious urging  which  the  group  re- 
gards as  guidance  of  God;  the  invi- 
tation to  frank  mental  disorder  in 
listening  to  " voices";  a  sustained  In- 
dulgence in  such  emotionalism  as 
may  produce  ultimately  emotional 
exhaustion.

REDUCTION  OFFERED

REGIONAL  RATES 

A  graded  scale  from  Prairie  to 
Coast  points,  including  Vancouver 
Island,  would  be  published  by  the 
operating  railway  companies,  of 
which  the  following  instances  are 
Indicative  of  the  reductions  pro- 
posed: Calgary  to  Vancouver,  for- 
merly 41.5  cents,  proposed  30  cents; 
from  Medicine  Hat,  formerly  4fl 
cents,  proposed  34  5  cents;  from  Red 
Deer,  formerly  43  cents,  proposed 
31.5  cents;  from  Edmonton,  for- 
merly 41.5  cents,  proposed  30  cents; 
from  Peace  River,  formerly  50.5 
cent*,  proposed  39  cents;  from 
Or  an  dp  Prairie,  formerly  52.5  cents, 
proposed  41  cents;  Prom  Swift  Cur- 
rent, formerly  48.5  cents,  proposed 
37  cents;  from  Reglna,  formerly  51.5

Victoria  would  take  the  Van- 
couver rate  plus  3  cents,  with  slight 
variation  of  the  scale  for  other  Is- 
land points.

Smartness  Is  Noted  in  New  De  Soto 


Mo  <UP).  —  J  D. 
Baker,  one  of  the  pioneer*  of  Mis- 
souri, recently  recalled  a  grass- 
hopper feed  of  frontier  days  in  St 
Louis  In  which  a  group  of  men  ate 
the  Insects  ■prepared  In  various  con- 
coctions for  the  aplni  of  science. 

Baker  described  the  period  only 
as  '  early  days." 

It  was  in  the  year  of  a  grass- 
hopper plague  In  Western  Kansas, 
and  the  Jumpers  were  brought  Into 
St.  Louis  to  be  prepared  by  a  well- 
known  caterer,  according  to  Baker 
The  purpose  of  the  meal  was,  he 
said,  "to  teach  the  people  of  the 
plains  that  the  hoppers  might  be  a 
blessing  in  disguise." 

Most   of  the  Insect-eaters  were 
described   as   "learned  professors 
by  Baker.   They  were  martyrs  to 
science. 
His  story  continues: 
There  was  hopper  soup,  boiled 
hoppers,  roasted  and  fried  hoppers. 
Hoppers  were  made  Into  pates  and 
entrees,  were  served  in  hash  and  in 
omelettes,   were  dried,   ground  to 
powder  and  served  as  pudding. 

"After  the  first  taste  or  two,  the 
learned  men  placed  their  hands  on 
their  stomachs,  glanced  at  the  bill 
of  fare  and  adjourned  to  a  neigh- 
borhood restaurant  to  get  some 
thing  that  they  could  eat."

In  a  circular  letter  to  all  mu- 
nicipalities, the  unemployment  com- 
mittee of  the  British  Columbia  Ex- 
ecutive Council  has  notified^  civic 
authorities  of  a  change  In  the  reg- 
ulations in  respect  to  persons  on* 
relief,  moving  from  one  municipal- 
ity to  another  in  the  province. 

The  letter  says:  "Where  persons 
in  a  municipality  who  are  municipal 
responsibilities  move  to  another 
municipality,  they  shall  be  treated 
as  municipal  cases,  and  any  relief 
administered  to  them  shall  be 
charged  as  such— one-third  munic- 
ipal, and  two-thirds  Oovemment — 
and  the  responsibility  of  the  munic- 
ipal share  shall  be  a  matter  of  ad- 
ust Justment  between  the  two  munic- 
ipalities/' This  Information  was 
received  at  the  office  of  the  City 
Clerk,  here,  yesterday. 

Further  dealing  with  relief,  the 
City  Clerk  has  also  received  a  letter 
from  the  special  relief  commission, 
for  the  administration  of  relief  for 
single  men.  This  communication 
states  that  there  has  been  no 
change  In  the  administration  of  re- 
lief to  single  men  to  Include  men 
living  with  their  parents.  The  mu- 
nicipalities are  to  give  relief  only 
to  single  "homeless*  men  Men 
living  In  shacks  they  do  not  own 
and  for  which  they  would  normally 
pay  rent,  would  come  under  the 
category  of  "homeless"  men.  and 
they  may  be  recommended  for  pay- 
ment, but  the  commission  does  not 
guarantee  payment,  the  letter  from 
the  commission  points  out.

SLIGHT  IMPROVEMENT 

Dr.  Healy  said  in  a  late  bulletin:

From  Dr.  William  Walker,  state 
athletic  commission  physician,  who 
first  treated  Schaaf  in  his  dressing- 
room  after  the  blond  warrior  was 
carried  from  the  ring  on  a  stretcher, 
came  the  news  that  blood  clots 
pressing  against  the  motor  nerves 
of  the  brain  had  temporarily  para- 
lysed the  fighter's  left  side. 

"The  paralysis  is  very  definite" 
he  said.  "It  will  do  no  good  to  try 
and  hide  it.  It  Is  very  difficult,  and 
risky,  to  forecast  the  result  of  these 
cases.  But  the  examination  today 
revealed  an  improvement  in  his 
mental  condition.  His  physical  con- 
dition is  about  the  same.  His  gen- 
eral condition  is  still  serious.  The 
treatment  Is  medicine  and  absolute 
rest." 

A  third  specialist.  Dr.  Philip  Good- 
heart,  neurologist,  ooncurred  in  the 
diagnosis,  but  thought  that  8chaafs 
pulse  was  close  to  normal,  about 
74  to  76.    In  case  of  Intracranial 
hemorrhage,  the  beat  of  the  pulse 
often  is  an  indication  of  the  severity 
•f  the  injury,  rising  above  normal  in 
proportion  to  the  gravity  of  the  case. 
EVERYBODY  QUESTIONED 
Apparently  unperturbed.  Sharkey 
left  for  Miami  with  his  family  for  a 
three  weeks'  stay  this  morning  as 
Mrs.  Lucy  Schaaf,  mother  of  the 
boxer,  and  two  of  Schaaf s  sisters 
came  here  from   Providence,  RI.

There  are  very  few  race  horses 
in  the  history  of  the  sport  that 
never  lost  a  race.  Even  the  mighty- 
Man  O  War  was  once  defeated  at 
Saratoga.  But  he  Is  none  the  leas 
popular  with  the  racing  public. 

Vander  Pool,  son  of  Campllre  and 
Bramble  Rose,  raced  to  his  fifteenth 
I  victory  at  Empire  City  track  on 
'July  25,  1931.  Right  then  he  tied 
the  record  of  straight  wins  made  by 
the  undefeated  Colin,  the  licet  son 
of  Commando  and  Pastorella.  and 
who  was  bred  and  r^ced  by  the 
late  James  R.  Keene.  Colin  was  a 
owo-year-old  In  1907,  in  which  year 
he  won  twelve  races.  The  follow- 
ing season,  as  a  three -year-old,  he 
added  three  more  victories  to  the 
*cor*.    He  was  then  retired  an  un- 

It  was  worthy  of  note  that  Fair 
Play,  the  noted  sire  of  Man  o'  War. 
Display  and  many  other  good  ones, 
was  a  two-year-old  the  same  year 
Oolin  was  a  baby  racer.  They  met 
repeatedly,  and  while  Fair  Play 
•ould  beat  all  the  other  youngsters 
he  could  never  make  things  really 
Interesting  for  the  wonderful  Colin. 

Colin  never  followed  another 
horae  under  the  wire.  As  a  matter 
of  fact.  Vander  Pool's  record  Is  not 
quite  as  good  as  Colin  s.  ■  The 
former  has  fifteen  victories  to  his 
Bftdtti  but  on  one  occasion  he 
scored  brackets  only  because  the 
horae  that  finished  In  front  of  him 
was  disqualified.  However,  ihe  rec- 
ord stands  as  fifteen  consecutive 
victories,  and  we  can't  go  back  on 
the  record. 

In  England  a  two-year-old,  Or- 
monde, came  to  the  races  In  1886 
He  was  the  son  of  Bend  Or  and 
UUy  Agnes.  In  1886  and  ISM  Or- 
monde met  all  comers.  Including 
the  Illustrious  The  Bard,  and  won 
all  his  sixteen  starts.  The  Bard 
incident  ly.  started  twenty-lhree 
:lmes  and  won  twenty-one  of  his 
racss,  finishing  second  In  the  other 
two.

AN  AMAZING  RECORD 
The  Hungarian  mare, 
made  a  record  that  probably  never 
will  be  equaled.    She  Is  credited 
•Ith  winning  every  one  of  the  flfty- 
In  which  she  started 
means  "My  Treasure." 
a  treasure  Indeed.  She 
the   daughter   of  Cambuscan 
and   Water  Nymph,  both  English 
I  thoroughbreds.    Foaled  in  1874,  she 


as 


was  an  under-sized  little  chestnut 
and  gave  no  promise  of  any  great 
ability.  In  fact,  when  a  yearling 
she  was  offered  at  auction,  but  she 
was  so  small  and  poor  appearing 
that  no  one  would  make  a  bid.  Once 
she  came  to  the  races,  however, 
matters  were  different,  as  she  soon 
became  a  sensation.  As  a  two- 
year-old  she  started  ten  times;  st 
three  she  went  to  the  post  seven- 
teen times:  at  four  she  raced  fif- 
teen times;  at  five  she  started 
twelve  times.

OTTAWA.  Feb  11  <  CP  > . — Further 
guaranteeing  high  quality  in  British 
Columbia  canned  salmon  production, 
an  amendment  has  been  made  to 
the  inspection  regulations.  It  was 
announced  by  the  Department  of 
Fisheries  today.  The  amendment 
provides  that,  except  in  the  cue  of 
fish  which  have  been  gutted  and 
iced  immediately  on  being  caught, 
no  canned  salmon  shall  be  certified 
by  the  Board  of  Inspection  unless 
the  fish  has  been  landed  at  the  can- 
nery for  canning  within  twenty- 
four  hours  of  the  time  when  they 
are  captured. 

Canned  salmon  which  does  not 
meet  this  condition  cannot  hereafter 
be  graded  by  the  Board  of  Inspec- 
tion as  better  than  "second  quality," 
and  must  be  marked  accordingly 
when  forwarded  to  market.  The 
amendment  to  the  regulations  was 
made  by  order- in -council  a  few  days 
ago. 

The  object  of  the  amendment  Is 
to  encourage  expedition  in  canning, 
since  delay  In  processing  the  sal- 
mon results  in  a  lowering  in  the 
quality  of  the  product,  unless  gut- 
ting and  king  have  followed  im-

Adverse  crop 
news  from  Winter  wheat  territory 
in  the  United  States,  more  than  off- 
set the  unfavorable  export  situa- 
tion, and  values  closed  the  six-day 
period  more  than  half-cent  higher. 

May  option  closed  the  week  Fri- 
day at  47  3-8.  July  at  48  1-4  and 
October  at  49  1-8.  an  all-around  ad- 
vance of  1-2  to  5-8  per  cent. 

Reported  to  be  uncovered  by  lack 
of  snow  and  high  winds,  roots  of  the 
Winter  wheat  crop  were  feared  to  be 
in  danger  of  freezing  by  subtero 
weather  sweeping  the1  wheat  belt 
Bullish  traders  .vizpd  upon  this  news 
as  an  argumer,-,  for  higher  prices, 
boosting  values  considerably  early  in 
the  week. 

Profit -taking  selling  and  pressure 
of  Southern  Hemisphere  wheat  ship- 
ments however,  chipped  fractions 
ofr  the  week's  high  spots,  the  mar- 
ket strongly  resisting  the  down- 
swing. 

Argentina  and  Australia  continue 
to  ship  wheat  abroad  heavily.

FINANCIAL  MART 
WEEKLY  REVIEW

TORONTO,  Peb.  11  <CP).— Out- 
side of  the  active  marketing  of  the 
gold  stocks,  improvement  in  the 
business  outlook  is  still  coming  in 
small  portions. 

Car  loadings  are  apparently  get- 
ting better.  The  price  of  wheat  Is 
up  slightly  and  exports  continue  in 
substantial  Volume.  Pulp  and  paper 
mills  are  a  little  more  active,  many 
United  States  firms  are  opening 
plants  In  Canada  and  dispatches 
Indicate  a  brighter  prospect  for 
lumber  exports  to  the  Orient. 

In  the  East  the  revival  of  the 
market  for  mining  stocks  is  spread- 
ing money  around.  Brokers  are 
giving  employment  to  several  hun- 
dred persons  formerly  out  of  work, 
and  new  prospecting  parties  are 
outfitting  to  invade  the  mining  field 
with  the  opening  of  Spring 

It  is  estimated  several  millions 
of  dollars  have  already  come  to 
Canada  from  New  York,  and  other 
foreign  centres  to  pay  for  gold 
stocks  and  this  buying,  according 
to  some  financial  circles,  holds  out 
much  promise.  It  is  recalled  that 
former  prosperous  periods  in  Can- 
ada were  years  of  heavy  influx  of 
foreign  capital. 

The  Standard  Mining 
spent  the  week  consolidating  its  po- 
sition. International  Nickel  bobbed 
into  the  limelight  on  buying  that 
began  in  London  and  spread  to  New 
York  and  the  Canadian  market* 
The  stock  advanced  8150  to  $10  45 
on  the  Standard,  and  to  10  3-8  on 
Toronto  Stock  Exchange.  The  rea 
son  for  the  buying  seems  to  be  the 
improvement  of  the  European  cop- 
per market. 

Nickel's  buoyancy  Imparted  a 
sympathetic  upturn  to  the  rest  of 
the  board.  The  Industrial  stock 
markets  are  said.  In  some  financial 
circles,  to  be  In  a 
position. 

The  agitation  for  lower  Interest 
rates  in  Canada  has  already  had  a 
beneficial  effect  on  the  Canadian 
bond  market.  In  some  quarters 
the  move  to  trim  interest  rates  is 
taken  as  a  preliminary  step  to  the 
aunching  of  a  national  conversion 
loan.

EVOLUTION 
Sir, — I  was  glad  to  read  Mr.  Bay- 
uss'  second  letter  In  yours  of  Febru- 
ary 8,  and  to  learn  that  when  he 
grasped  the  Bible  in  one  hand  (nev- 
er to  release  it),  he  has  at  the  same 
time  no  objection  to  grasping  the 
book  of  "science"  In  the  other  hand. 
But  the  book  (so  to  speak),  of  evolu- 
tion must,  at  all  cost,  be  kicked  as 
far  out  of  sight  as  possible,  with 
both  feet.  Well.  I  thought  from 
his  first  letter  that  anyone  who  did 
not  grasp  the  Bible  with  both  hand3. 
to  as  to  leave  no  room  to  grasp  any 
other  book,  were  atheists. 

I  quite  believe  that  science  and 
religion  can  go  hand  in  hand  with- 
out kicking  over  the  traces.  Many 
scientists)  are  also  good  Christians 
and  firm  believers  In  a  Master  Crea- 
tor. ,  Many  of  them  are  also  broad- 
minded  enough  to  study  evolution— 
and  believe  in  ft. 

Mr.  Bay  has  says:  "It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  constant  iteration 
and  reiteration  of  even  a  plain  and 
apparent  untruth  as  truth  will  pro- 
duce an  ewr-growlng  numb-r  of

Couldn't  that  apply  to  some  tliinga 
in  the  Bible— the  Flood,  for  In- 
stance? For  the  story  of  that  will 
not  stand  up  to  even  common  rea- 
son, to  say  nothing  of  the  light  of 
facts  brought  against  It,  as — Just  one 
of  many  —  "To  rain  sufficient  In 
forty  days  and  nights  to  make  a 
flood  the  height  of,  and  to  cover, 
Mount  Arrarat,  would  require 
eighteen  feet  an  hour,  or  192  feet 
a  day.  Nothing  could  stand  against 
such  a  rain.  There  are  a  great 
many  other  reasons  to  make  the 
Flood  sound  like  a  "mythical  story." 

Mr.  Bayliss  again  contradicts  him- 
self. He  agrees  with  me,  on  the 
one  hand,  by  saying:  "True,  Ood 
does  nothing  hastily,  but  works 
slowly  and  surely  to  certain  ends," 
yet  he  says  Ood  made  trees  in  four 
days,  that  had  "rings  of  centuries 
of  growth."  How  Inconsistent  and 
stupid!  Some  would  have  ten  rings, 
indicating  ten  years'  growth:  some 
would  have  fifty  rings,  indicating 
fifty  years'  growth;  some  1.000  rings, 
indicating  1.000  years'  growth— yet 
all  produced  in  four  days!  Non- 
sense. Then,  after  four  days,  each 
tree,  whether  of  ten  rings  or  1,000 
rings,  would  each  add  Just  one  more 
new  ring  for  each  year's  growth. 
Sensible,  this,  but  not  the  other  fan- 
tastic and  fakir-like  story. 

Mr.  Bayliss  asks  which  was  first, 
the  acorn  or  the  oak?  Indlsputedly 
the  acorn— it  is  firft  yet,  was  first, 
and  always  will  be  first.  This  Is 
my  idea,  based  on  reason,  observa- 
tion, and  a  belief  in  evolution.  Evo- 
lution, to  my  mind,  is  as  self-evident 
as  the  motion  of  the  stars,  and  while 
I  assert  the  acorn  was  first  before 
the  oak.  it  wasn't  always  an  acorn, 
as  we  know  it  today,  but  has  evolved 
through  countless  eons  of  time  from 
some  primitive  form  bearing  no  re- 
semblance to  its  present  form,  either 
as  to  size,  shape,  etc. 

Does  the  great  Clydsdale.  or 
draught  horse,  bear  much  resem- 
blance to  a  pit  pony,  or  either  of 
them  to  a  great  race  horse?  Yet 
the  difference  Is  merely  one  of 
evolution  over  a  short,  very  short, 
period.  Then  what  might  not  count- 
less ages  of  evolution  bring  about? 
Even  Burbank  was  "like  unto  Ood," 
as  a  creator.  That  coincides  with 
the  Bible  truth  "that  Ood  made 
man  after  His  own  image."  Bur- 
bank  wrought  miracles  in  plant  and 
tree  evolution— In  some  cases,  what 
he  accomplished  had  almost  no  re- 
semblance to  what  he  started  on. 
I  believe  even  the  walnut  and  the 
plum  Is  merely  a  departure  from 
some  very  remote  selfsame  source. 
Each  has  similar  characteristics 
enough  to  believe  that  possible.' 
With  birds,  here  sgain  the  eggs,  to 
my  mind,  were  first,  and  the  hen 
(say)  second.  Very  many  things 
produce  eggs,  and  of  very  many 
varieties,  as  fish,  reptiles,  birds,  etc. 
To  my  thinking,  evolution  is  one  of 
God's  fundamental  laws.  That  may 
be  making  a  very  bold  statement, 
and  it  may  be  that  none  has  made 
It  before,  but  I  make  It  in  all  sin- 
cerity. Why,  even  man  himself 
bears  little  or  no  resemblance.  In 
brain  power,  physical  appearance, 
habits,  accomplishments,  etc.,  to  the 
first  cave  men.  Evolution  is  the 
only  word  to  describe  the  difference 
—and  what  a  slow  evolution,  at 


Ileal  patriarchs,  but  the  opposite  Is 
gross  absurdity.

RELIGIOUS  BELIEFS 

Sir.— The  opportunity  of  present- 
ing the  Fundamentalist  view-point 
through  your  widely-read  columns 
Is  sincerely  appreciated. 

As  I  have  before  noted,  the 
theories  of  scientists  concerning  the 
unknown  and  unknowable— that  Is. 
those  things  which  are  unknowable 
to  science— carry  no  weight  whether 
In  the  Encyclopedia  Britannlca  or 
in  a  magazine  article.  In  a  previ- 
ous letter  the  Britannlca  was  quoted 
as  It  declared  the  fact  of  a  seven- 
day  week  was  good  proof  of  the 
Bibical  creation.  It  is  also  a  fact 
that  the  Babylonians  had  a  legend 
[of  creaUon.  The  very  universality 
of  the  story  of  Creation,  the  Fall 
and  the  Flood,  among  all  primitive 
peoples— including  those  of  Centrai 
and  South  America — is  a  further 
proof  of  the  Bible  account. 

8ome  endeavor  to  repudiate  the 
Scriptures  by  the  Babylonish  ac- 
count (dated  2,000  B.C.).  but  that 
is  unfortunate  as  Uie  chronology  of 
the  Bible  shows  Babylon  wi 
rounded  by  that  date  and  that 
same  chronology  proves  creation 
was  over  4.000  years  B.C.  Tt  would 
be  sense  to  declare  the  Babylonians 
secured  the  account  from  the  Bib- 


low  of  the 

knowledge  of  the  Babylonian,  As 
Syrian.  Egyptian,  and  other  early 
civilizations,  their  languages  and 
religions,  was  probably  second  to 
none,  yet  his  faith  In  sound  Chris- 
tian doctrines  remained  firm  to  the 
end.  Christianity  has  nothing  tc 
fear,  but  everything  to  gain,  from 
true  science. 

Hr.  Hamilton  would  have  me  be- 
lieve that  "firmament"  was  a  "brass 
dome!''  Here  again  the  Bible  itself 
answers.  It  declares  Ood  made  the 
birds  of  the  air  to  "fly  above  the 
earth  in  the  open  firmament  of 
heaven."  The  firmament  Is  the 
sky,  or  heaven,  not  a  dome 

As  to  the  various  higher — or  more 
correctly— the  destructive  critics' 
attitude  toward  the  authorship  of 
Uie  various  books  of  the  Bible,  all 
that  need.?  to  be  said  is  that  Christ 
and  the  Apostles  accepted  all  the 
cannonlcal  books  of  the  A.V.  as 
authentic.  The  authors  of  the  more 
important  books  of  Uie  Old  Test- 
ament are  menUoned  by  name  by 
Uie  writers  of  the  new.  It  would 
seem  they  knew  more  about  tt  than 
modem  critics  1,900  years  later. 

It  Is  a  recognized  principle  among 
all  commentators  and  Bible  stu- 
dents that  no  parable,  vague  or 
symbolical  passage  may  be  the 
foundation  of  any  doctrine.  As  the 
proponents  of  the  doctrine  of  in- 
herent immortality  have  only  such 
•proof"  they  have  no  case  at  all; 
there  being  no  Scripture  that  states 
man  Is  immortal.  In  one  sentence 
Mr.  Hamilton  declares  the  Judg- 
ment Is  not  eternal  and  that  the 
parable  of  the  rich  man  and  Laz- 
arus is  proof  of  continual  existence. 
If  this  parable  (Luke  xvi.,  19-31. 
which  is  the  last  of  a  scries  against 
the  Pharisees)  proved  anything,  it 
is  that  Uie  Judgment  is  eternal 
and  If  it  were  true  It  would  not 
be  a  parable.  Christ  not  only  used 
this  means  of  showing  the  Judg- 
ment is  eternal,  but  also  to  reveal 
that  the  poor  can  be  saved  and  the 
rich  lost,  and  that  If  men  will  not 
hear  "Moses  and  Uie  prophets, 
neither  will  they  be  persuaded 
though  one  rose  from  the  dead."

ODAY  the  Victoria  Chamber  of  Commerce,  as- 
sisted by  several  hundred  voluntary  workers,  in- 
augurates a  plan  of  vital  importance  to  everyone 
in  this  community.  In  its  application  here  the  Victoria  and 
District  Emergency  Employment  Plan  will  be  known  in 
brief  as  "The  Victoria  and  District  Plan."  and  it  will  be  dis- 
tinguished from  all  other  relief  drives  in  several  important 
particulars.  There  will  be  no  central  organization  to  dis- 
burse contributions  of  cash  or  supplies;  there  will  be  no  em- 
ployment agency  to  which  those  who  respond  will  be  tied 
for  the  work  they  pledge:  the  appeal  will  not  be  based  on 
indirect  benefits  to  the  contributors  to  the  plan. 

Its  foundation  will  rest  on  sound  business  principles. 
People  will  be  invited  and  solicited  to  return  to  normal  ac- 
tivities in  repairing  premises,  remodelling  structures,  pur- 
chasing equipment,  or  by  making  necessary  personal  pur- 
chases. It  is  a  movement  to  obtain  definite  pledges  which 
the  signers  will  comply  with  without  advice  or  direction. 

- 

They  will  be  asked  to  have  those  things  done  that  will  be 
of  direct  benefit  to  themselves.  They  will  be  privileged  to 
buy  materials  where  they  like  and  to  employ  persons  they 
have  been  accustomed  to  employ;  they  will  get  value  re- 
ceived, and  that  value  will  be  direct  and  immediately  re- 
cognizable. 

There  is.  of  course,  back  of  the  plan,  the  purpose  to  pro- 
vide employment  that  would  otherwise  be  postponed;  to 


promote  purchase  of  materials  that  would  otherwise  be  de- 
layed; to  put  money  in  circulation;  to  lessen  calls  on  relief 
organizations.    It  is  a  wise,  a  constructive  purpose. 

There  is  nothing  new  in  the  theory  that  potential  em- 
ployment exists  in  our  midst.  From  time  to  time  we  have 
been  urged  that  idle  dollars  be  put  to  work,  that  improve- 
ments, remodelling,  equipment  and  personal  purchases,  al- 
ready in  contemplation,  but  withheld  for  no  sound  reason, 
be  undertaken.  It  has  been  pointed  out  .  .  .  soundly 
.  .  .  that,  if  the  public  generally  would  respond  to  this 
urging,  business  and  industry  would  be  accelerated  and  the 
unemployment  problem  nearly  solved. 

The  single  individual  often  feels  that  whatever  he  might 
undertake  would  contribute  an  infinitesimal  amount  toward 
relief  of  general  economic  distress,  and  so  long  as  he  is  un- 
certain whether  a  generalized  appeal  has  persuaded  his 
neighbors  to  activity,  he  is  likely  to  procrastinate.  He  is 
liable  to  find  a  ready  excuse  for  not  doing  the  work  that 
ought  to  be  done  ...  for  delaying  the  buying  of  things 
that  ought  to  be  bought.  The  merit  of  the  "Victoria  and 
District  Plan"  lies  in  the  direct  personal  solicitations  and  the 
get-together  purpose  it  contains;  in  the  co-operative  spirit 
it  engenders  and  in  its  emphasis  upon  the  view  that  every- 
body is  doing  it.  The  campaign  inaugurated  by  the  Vic- 
toria Chamber  of  Commerce  is  to  be  commended  because  it 
forms  the  nucleus  of  a  movement  of  infinite  possibilities  to- 
wards the  prosperity  and  welfare  of  this  community.

FROM  North,  East  and  South  of  late  have 
come  reports  of  bitter  weather.

Panacea  for  All  Ills 

NEVERTHELESS,  if  you  want  to  forget  the 
depression,  try  gardening*  If  you  want 
to  dodge  all  the  talk  of  economic  conditions 
and  remedies,  turn  your  attention  to  growing 
plants.  If  you  want  to  get  exercise,  try  dig- 
ging and  hoeing.  If  you  want  to  get  your 
lungs  filled  with  a  plentiful  supply  of  ozone, 
plan  to  pull  weeds  for  n  few  months.  If  you 
want  to  be  up-to-date  In  the  visual  affairs  of 
the  world,  become  garden  conscious  for 
flowers,  shrubs  and  vegetables  arc  going  to 
draw  more  attention  from  the  householder 
during  the  Spring  and  Summer  than  they 
have  for  many  a  long  day. 

Qardening  reached  a  peak  of  popularity 
among  urban  citizens  during  the  World  War 
It  was  the  patriotic  style  In  those  day*  to  be 
seen 'Out  in  the  garden  after  business  hours 
with  an  old  hat  on.  rake  or  hoe  in  hand,  at- 
tacking the  weeds  with  great  ferocity  while 
rivulet*  of  perspiration  trlokled  under  the 
collar  In  the  heat  of  the  early  evening  sun  of 
midsummer.  For  the  man  more  accustomed 
to  manual  labor  it  was  a  Joy  to  see  his  office- 
employed  neighbor  gazing  ruefully  at  the 
blisters  on  his  hands,  but  he.  too.  was  putting 
in  long  hours  of  overtime  In  the  front  o 
yard. 

Hostilities  ended,  the  battle  against 


a  few  who  had  found  the  real  Joys  of  garden 
achievement.  The  bulk  of  the  urban  and 
suburban  population  took  to  motoring  and 
satisfied  gardening  Instincts  by  looking  over 
the  crops  and  gardens  of  rural  friends  In  the 
course  of  outings  in  the  country. 

The  stock  markets  began  to  provide  new  in- 
terests. Profits  swelling  (mostly  on  paper) 
on  this  or  that  company's  shares  made  excit- 
ing conversation  which  ,  developed  get-rlch- 
quick  complexes  In  such  numbers  that  a  boom 
Mi  under  way  Involving  nearly  everyone  from 
office  boy  to  stenographer  to  financial  magnate 
and  social  celebrities.  While  the  craze  soared 
to  greater  heights  the  mad  rush  for  inside  tips 
and  ticker  talk  became  so  feverish  that  con- 
ferences replaced  the  old-fashioned  pastime 
of  hobnobbing.  Neighbors  were  unknown  to 
one  another,  for  there  was  no  time  for  frater- 
nizing over  the  fences  and  the  man  to  be 
•een  pottering  about  with  flowers  or  vegetables 
was  most  assuredly  a  dull  fellow. 

We  became  swelled  with  our  own  import- 
ant with  thinking  of  the  fortunes  we  were 
making.  We  boasted  our  achievements  when 
prices  were  rising  and  we  told  liow  we  get  out 
from  under  when  there  wa/  a  recession.  We 
listened  to  the  ether  fellows  story  and  took 
his  talc  as  a  hot  Up."  or  branded  him  as  • 
collosal  liar  It  was  the  style  to  be  financial- 
ly •'snooty."  and  we  acted  accordingly. 

Then  came  the  crash  in  prices.  Paper  for- 
tunes vanished.  Stock  market  friends  were  no 
longer  Interesting  and  old  friendships  except 
the  closest  had  been  allowed  to  disappear.  As 
time  began  to  heal  the  hurts  caused  by  the 
disaster,  we  discovered  we  were  not  alone  In 
our  misery.  Pride  was  forgotten  as  friend 
admitted  to  friend  how  hard  up  he  was.  Where 
it  was  the  style  to  intimate  by  Inference  how 
well  to  do  we  were.  It  is  now  the  style  to  ad- 
mit how  we  have  to  economize  and  #atch  the 
pennies

SO  it  was  in  1930  Mr  and  Mrs  Ordinary 
Citizen  began  to  think  once  again  of  the 
Joys  that  may  be  provided,  with  the  aasist- 
anre  of  a  bountiful  nature,  in  their  garden. 
The  following  year  the  circle  of  backyard  ad- 
mirers was  enlarged.  Last  year  amateur 
farmers  multiplied,  and  this  year  there  will  be 
such   a  large 


friendliness  and  good  fellowship  will  be  more 
in  evidence  than  for  many  a  long  year. 

Of  course  Victoria  has  long  been  noted  for 
Its  gardens  Ailed  with  beautiful  flowers  and 
snrubs.  But  since  the  turn  In  the  economic 
tide  more  household;™  have  been  finding  time 
to  devote  to  their  gardens  and  many  have  be- 
come aofcorbed  in  details  that  at  one  time  ap- 
peared too  Insignificant  to  require  more  than 
fleeting  attention  at  most. 

There  is  no  other  part  of  Canada  where  the 
range  of  things  that  can  be  grown  success- 
lully  Is  as  large  as  on  Vancouver  Island. 
Whatever  the  gardeners  fancy— flowers, 
decorative  shrubs,  rock  plants,  bush  and  tree 
fruits,  or  vegetables-he  has  ample  scope  to 
specialize  if  he  has  a  particular  liking,  and  he 
can  And  species  sufficient  to  have  his  own 
supply  of  flowers  or  vegetables  through  every 
month  of  the  year. 

With  swelling  buds,  bulbs  appearing  through 
the  ground  and  other  first  signs  of  Spring  in 
evidence  few.  indeed,  arc  the  men  and  women 
who  do  not  have  the  urge  to  aid  the  work  of 
nature  in  refurbishing  plant  growth.  As 
Spring  fever  fully  asserts  itself,  intensified  by 
the  smell  of  fresh  earth,  the  aromas  from 
growing  trees  and  planus,  the  appearance  of 
seed  catalogues  on  all  sides,  the  desire  to  get 
work  started  in  the  garden  becomes  Irresistible. 

In  the  boom  days  outward  manifestation  of 
Spring  fever  was  suppressed  other  than  to 
plan  changes  in  the  nature  of  the  giddy  round 
of  social  activities  that  were  sandwiched  in 
between  wild  working  hours  and  a  few  hours 
of  sleep,  if.  as.  and  when.  He  who  passed  some 
chance  remark  about  the  beauties  of  nature 
was  a  quaint  fellow  indeed  in  the  reafm  of 
high  finance  If  he  spoke  of  early  peas  or  at- 
tempted to  boast  that  he  had  crocus  blooms  in 
his  garden.  It  was  to  reveal  a  simple  mind, 
hopelessly  Incapable  of  accurate  prognostica- 
tion on  wheat  future*  on  Massa  8careus 
Traction  If  he  sported  an  early-season  rose 
bud  on  his  coat  lapel  no  one  thought  any- 
thing of  it.  and  if  they  did  it  was  a  swift  sur- 
mise the  decoration  had  been  handed  out  at  • 
ralesmen  s  banquet  the  night  before. 

Return  to  Olden  Joys 

BUT  now  the  old  order  is  coming  back  to 
Its  own;  the  new  failed  to  stand  the  test 
of  time  Spring  fever  again  can  be  enjoyed 
in  the  good  old-fashioned  way.  There  is  no 
suppression  of  conversation  about  the  latest 
discovery  In  the  woods,  en  the  boulevards,  or 
in  the  gardens.    Then  la  no  diversion  of  an 


honest  urge  to  be  doing  things  In  the 
spaces  wheie  plants  are  growing  and  puddled 
soils  call  for  cultivation.  A;id  the  beauty  of 
it  Is  anyone  with  a  plot  of  ground  available 
can  have  a  garden. 

The  case  of  Mr.  Oladaster  Hoespud  serves  as 
an  Illustration  of  some  of  the  foregoing  state- 
ments, at  the  same  time  gives  one  an  Insight 
into  some  of  the  joys  and  sorrows  that  are 
the  abstract  fruits  of  gardening.  Mr.  Hoespud 
lives  with  his  wife.  CrucianeUa— but  Ella  for 
short  unless  exasperated,  and  two  children  on 
Otter  Street  In  the  Flshhlll  district.

I  need  the  exercise  and  I 
think  this  place  would  look  more  home-Ilk" 
if  It  had  more  than  Ju*t  grass  around  it  Be- 
sides, it  would  be  klnda  nice  to  pick  things 
out  of  our  own  garden;  flowers  and  radishes, 
and  fresh,  crisp  lettuce  Maybe  we  can  save 
a  few  pennies,  too.  and  since  I  gat  cleaned 
out  In  the  stock  markn.  a  bit  m-re  Insurance 
might  be  Just  as  well." 

"The  idea  is  all  right.  Olad."  said  the  help- 
male,  "but  I  warn  you  right  here  and  now 
that  you  are  not  going  to  trading  up  the 
house  with  mud.  and  I'm  not  going  around 
pulling  weeds  on  my  hands  and  knees." 

Far  Into  the  night  the  project  wa*  dUcussed. 
Oladaster  becoming  more  and  more  enthusi- 
astic and  determined,  and  Ella  falling  In  line 
with  reservations.  Saturday  came  and  the 
work  started  In  earnest  as  Mr.  Hoespud  b«gan 
to  turn  the  *od  In  the  backyard.  The  first 
half  hour  was  not  too  bad.  but  after  that 
breathing  became  more  labored  as  lea 
and  arm  muscle*  started  to  complain  of 
treatment. 

Oladaster  was  forced  to  stop  for  a  moments 
rest.  A*  he  looked  up.  Mr.  Raspbean.  from

Say, 
later  on.  If  you  want  them.  I  can  let  you  have 
a  few  dahlias.  I  give  quite  a  few  away  every 
year,  and  guess  It's  about  time  some  were 
going  next  door.  Can  let  you  have  some 
daffodils  and  narcissus,  too,  to  put  in  right 
away.  I  had  them  left  over  last  Fall  when  I 
was  putting  mine  out.  They  will  be  a  little 
lat;  pe.-haps,  but  they  sure  do  well  In  this 
location." 

Brothers  of  the  Soil 

AND  so  It  went.  Several  more  conversa- 
tions over  the  fence,  and  they  were  Olad 
and  Clem  to  one  another.  Hoespud  found 
that  *everal  others  along  the  street  were  busy 
in  their  gardens,  too.  with  the  Inevitable  re- 
sult, some  friendly  rivalry  developed.  Hoe- 
spud dared  not  make  known  hi*  secret  desire 
to  pick  the  first  green  peas,  and  be  the  first 
to  enjoy  a  meal  of  new  potatoes  from  that 
certified  seed,  that  a  chap  in  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  told  him  about.

Even  better 
still  was  the  Jcke  on  his  wife  who  decided  ahe 
would  have  a  special  bed  of  radishes  of  her 
own.  later  to  find  that  the  strange  looking 
plant*  that  came  up  were  turnips,  the  seeds- 
man apparently  having  made  the  error. 

Then.  too.  the  children  invariably  stepped 
on  and  ruined  the  best  specimens  in  the  bed. 
when  they  toddled  across  everything  in  a  di- 
rect line  to  their  suddenly  thought  of  desti- 
nation And  the  setter  pup.  Napoleon,  was

Such  was  the  beginning.  The  Joy  derived 
from  achievement,  small  though  it  might  have 
been  In  the  eyes  of  others,  far  outweighed  the 
disappointments  and  aches  of  that  first  year, 
firing  Oladaster*  ambition  to  greater  height*.

"What's  wrong  with  that.  You  call  every- 
thing that's  got  a  bell  on  It  campanulas, 
whether  it's  a  bluebell,  bell  flower  or  Canter- 
bury bell,  and  heavens  knows  there  is  as  big 
a  difference  between  them  as  there  is  be- 
tween carnations  and  sweet  wllllam." 

And  so  the  war  raged  whether  it  should  be 
Oenothera  or  evening  primrose,  foxglove  or 
digitalis,  gyposophlla  or  baby's  breath,  salvia 
or  flowering  sage,  scablosa  or  morning  bride. 
specUbllia '  or  bleeding  heart,  aqullegia  or 
columbine,  aconltum  or  monkshood.  Thev 
Anally  compromised  by  deciding  that  neither 
would  call  black-eyed  susan,  thumbergla. 

So,  if  you  want  diversion,  try  gardening. 
The  Hoespuds  found  it.  Although  it  might 
appear  that  their  hostilities  became  one  of  the 
worst  sorts  of  diversion,  It  really  wasn't  that 
bad.  It  was  Just  rivalry  that  they  both  thor- 
oughly enjoyed.  Both  assert  they  are  having 
the  time  of  their  lives,  it  keeps  them  both 
out  of  mischief. 

As  mentioned  before,  there  is  no  other 
part   of   the    Dominion    that   can  produce 
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as  wide  a  range  of  flowers,  fruits  and  vege- 
tables. Evidence  of  this  is  found  in  the 
steadily  expanding  seed  Industry.  The  dis- 
trict around  Duncan  Is  becoming  widely 
known  for  its  beautiful  sweet  peas,  and  the 
seeds  are  finding  an  ever  increasing  market 
Flower  seeds  of  all  sorts  arc  grown  on  the 
Saanlch  Peninsula  by  a  number  of  specialists, 
and  a  large  quantity  of  seed  is  gathered  from 
the  hundreds  of  varieties  of  flowers  in  the 
world-famous  Butchart's  Oardens. 

Production  of  flowers  is  not  confined  to  an- 
nuals. Island-grown  dahlias  have  wen  In- 
ternational honors,  as  have  our  gladioli,  daf- 
fodils, narcissi,  tulips  and  other  bulbs.  Peonies 
flourish,  while  blooms  at  Christmas  is  a  com- 
mon claim  among  rose  growers.  Decorative 
shrubs  and  hedges  of  many  sorts  demand  a 
minimum  of  attention  for  successful  cultlva- 


Every  garden  can  be  productive  of  a  full 
range  of  tree  fruits,  apples,  pears,  plum*, 
peaches,  apricots  and  cherries,  all  doing  well 
under  our  conditions,  while  the  fig.  usually 
associated  with  semi-tropical  climates,  can  be 
replied  on  to  produce  fruit  six  years  in  every 
seven,  if  planted  In  a  southern  exposure  and 
protected  from  north  winds.  Small  fruits  are 
so  adapted  to  Island  conditions  that  we  have 
long  had  an  extensive  industry  in  raspberries, 
loganberries,  strawberries,  and  to  a  smaller 
extent  In  currants  and  gooseberries. 

In  the  vegetable  line,  the  range  of  varieties 
available  for  successful  cultivation  is  equally 
large,  while  the  season  Is  longer  than  in  any 
other  part  of  Canada.  Export  of  fresh  vege- 
tables to  other  parts  of  the  Dominion  has 
been  growing  steadily.  Dozens  of  carloads 
roll  eastward  from  Vancouver  each  week, 
starting  from  the  time  when  the  frost  had 
Just  disappeared  from  the  ground  on  the 
Prairies. 

He,  who  will,  can  produce  his  entire  supply 
of  vegetables,  bottling  his  excess  of  perishable 
produce  and  storing  the  root  varieties  for 
Winter  use.  A  surprisingly  small  area  will 
produce  sufficient  for  a  large  family,  and  for 
those  with  limited  ground  available  there  are 
vacant  lots  nearby  that  usually  can  be  ob- 
tained at  little  or  no  cost  for  the  growing 


So  let's  try  gardening.  If  we  have  been 
gardening  on  a  small  scale,  lets  increase  the 
extent.  It  will  beautify  the  home,  beautiiy 
the  city  and  beautify  our  lives  generally.

AS  I  opened  Joez  Quen-Essthen's  gate,  I 
heard  a  most  curious  noise— an  un- 
ceasing rumbling,  with  an  occasional 
loud  knock,  which  grew  ever  louder  as  I  ap- 
proached the  house.

"Oh.  such  a  noise  I  make  when  I  spin!"  she 
f    apologized.   "See.  my  son  make  this  for  me,  It 
makes  such  good  wool!" 

She  showed  me  her  wool,  carded  and  rubbed 
on  her  knee,  as  Tzea-Mntenaht  does  here,  but. 
Instead  of  the  old  and  tedious  method  of 
"spinning"  with  a  pointed  stick  driven  through 
the  lid  of  a  lard  pail,  used  by  my  old  friend. 
Tsass-Aya  had  her  machine.  It  was  an  or- 
dinary treadle,  but  across  the  top  was  a  short, 
heavy  stick— the  peeled  branch  of  a  tree- 
along  which  were  screwed  six  little  hooks. 
Beneath  this  stick  was  a  large  spindle,  so 
fastened  to  the  machine  that  it  turned  rapidly. 
One  end  of  the  wool  was  put  over  the  first 
hook  and  round  the  spindle  Tsass-Aya  then 
worked  her  treadle  and  the  appalling  noise 
commenced,  as  the  spindle  rattled  round  and 
the  treadle  banged  violently  upon  the  floor. 
As  soon  as  the  first  few  inches  of  the  spindle 
were  filled  the  wool  was  hooked  over  the  sec- 
ond hook,  and  so  on,  until  the  entire  spindle 
was  full,  the  wool  worked  In  this  way  being 
finer  and  more  evenly  spun,  but  not  nearly 
so  soft  and  warm  as  that  produced  by  the  old- 
fashioned  method. 

After  she  had  demonstrated  on  her  ma- 
chine. Tsass-Aya  was  ready  to  talk. 

"My  man— Joez—  ha*  gone  out,"  she  ex- 
plained, "but  we  have  talked  a  lot  about  your 
stories,  and  I  can  tell  some  that  you  will  like."

Indians  better  than  any  other  I  can  name  

who  has  worked  amongst  them  for  many, 
many  years,  and  to  whom  they  go  for  help 
with  all  their  troubles  and  difficulties.  There- 
fore when  I  explained  that  Quen-Esthen  was 
to  tell  me  some  stories  of  the  early  days.  I  was 
delighted  to  be  told  "You  couldn't  find  any- 
one better  They  arc  a  splendid  old  couple, 
end  anything  they  tell  you  will  be  authentic, 
and  what  Joez  doesn't  know  isn't  worth  know- 
ing!" 

Beginning  of  the  Tribe 

ttXTOW  I  can  tell  you  one  good  story  that 
1  >  is  what  you  call  a  'fairy  story,' "  said 
Tsaas-Aya,  knitting  rapidly  as  she  spoke.  "But 
first  I  will  teU  you  about  the  beginning  of  our 
people  up  here,  and  how  they  grew  to  be  a 
great  tribe. 

In  the  beginning— as  you  know  -the  Sun, 
Sum-Shal-Thot,  made  little  people  in  dtffer- 
ices— sometimes   one.  sometimes  two. 
Now  away  back  at  the  foot  of  Tat-Ouch-Tun 
•  Mount  Benson)  the  Sun  made  a  man  and 
fits  wife.    There  they  lived,  all  alone,  and 
after  a  time  they  had  three  sons.   At  about 
the  same  time  another  man  and  his  wife  were 
at  Staly-Up  (Departure  Bay),  and  these 
*iad  three  daughters.   They  lived  In  a 
Wm  cabin  made  of  split  cedar,  with  one 
smell  door,  and  In  the  roof  was  on-  board 
a»ft  loose,  «o  that  It  could  be  lifted  up  to  let 


the  light  in  and  the  smoke  go  out— 'Schyl- 
Atzyn'  we  call  It. 

"One  day.  when  those  girls  were  nearly 
grown  up,  the  man  at  Staly-Up  heard  a  Voice 
In  the  air  calling  to  him! 

'» 'Oet  some  cedar  wood.'  said  the  Voice,  and 
make  for  yourself  a  Schy-Why.' 

"That,"  explained  Tsass-Aya,  "Is  a  mask— a 
very  good  kind  of  mask.  Only  certain  people 
may  use  it,  and  it  must  stay  In  the  same 
family  always.  It  has  a  big  face,  and  has 
swan's  feathers  standing  up  from  it;  and 
•  hanging  from  the  top  and  down  over  the 
shoulders  Is  an  old-fashioned  Indian  blanket. 
It  was  easy  to  get  the  swan  feathers  in  those 
days,  for  every  year  lots  of  swans  would  come 
and  feed  at  the  mouth  of  this  river.

Then  they 
took  the  little  hard,  black  toes  (hoofs)  of  the 
deer,  cleaned  them  and  made  them  shine,  and 
these  they  put  down  the  sides  of  their  leg- 
gings like  buttons.  Then  they  started  off.  By 
luck  they  went  In  the  direction  of  Staly-Up. 
and.  after  walking  for  some  days,  they  came 
to  the  beach. 

"Bye  and  bye  one  said.  Listen!  Whats 
that?'    All  stood  quiet,  listening.

«  f  QOON  the  noise  came  again.  It  is  some- 
v3  thing  being  hit,'  said  the  eldest.  'Come 
quietly!'  On  they  went,  and  soon  through  the 
trees  they  saw  a  little  cedar  cabin.  They  had 
come  to  the  house  at  Staly-Up! 

"Now  the  noise  was  louder,  coming  from  the 
house,  and  the  three  boys  walked  round  It. 
trying  to  find  some  way  of  looking  inside,  but 
there  were  no  holes  in  the  cciar  boards.  Then, 
looking  up.  they  saw  that  a  board  on  top  of 
the  cabin  was  lifted  up.  so  very  quietly  they 
climbed  to  the  roof  and.  lying  flat,  looked 
Cown  into  the  cabin.

all  of  the  low  dene 
Issued  by  Canada  during  the  past  few 
years,  the  eight-cent  blue,  of  the  present  de- 
sign, looks  like  the  sleeper. 

This  little  fellow  is  not  only  going  to  be 
scarce,  but  Is  already  plenty  scarce  In  used 
condition.  The  issue  of  the  design  now  in 
use  first  started  to  appear  during  the  Sum- 
mer of  1930;  one  or  two  values  were  released 
at  a  time,  so  that  it  was  several  months  be- 
fore the  complete  Issue  was  available  to  the 
public.  In  the  Fall  of  1930,  a  quantity  of 
the  eight-cent  blue  made  their  appearance; 
after  having  been  in  use  only  a  few  weeks, 
the  color  was  changed  to  red  orange,  that 
wlUch  is  now  in  use. 

The  quantity  of  these  stamps  that  were 
printed  In  blue  must  have  been  small;  as  it 
was  not  long  before  all  postofflces  were  out 
of  them,  and  using  the  red  and  orange. 
The  eight-cent  value  is  at  best  not  in  great 
demand,  so  that  It  may  be  readily  understood 
that  the  stamp  in  question  may  quite  easily  be 
scarce,  after  such  a  short  life. 

You  will  recall  the  change  hi  color  of  the 
one,  two  and  five-cent  values,  which  took  place 
about  the  same  time  as  that  of  the  eight-cent, 
early  in  1931.  The  eight-cent  blue  now  cata- 
logues at  fifteen  cents  used,  which  Is  not 
enough,  and  at  the  same  time  it  Is  remark- 
able for  a  low  denomination  stamp  of  such 
recent  issue;  It  is  a  certain  Indication  that 
the  stamp  is  uncommonly  scarce.  Naturally, 
it  is  hardly  possible  to  catalogue  a  used  stamp 
at  a  figure  far  above  Its  face  value,  when 
that  same  stamp  may  quite  possibly  be  pro- 
cured unused,  from  the  philatelic  branch  of 
the  postoffice  department.  I  believe,  how- 
ever, that  their  stock  has  Just  recently  become 
exhausted,  so  that  a  further  rise  may  be  an- 
ticipated shortly. 

Used  blocks  of  four  or  larger  will  be  worth 
considerably  more  per  stamp  than  will  single 
used  copies. 

There  are  two  dies  of  this  King  Oeorge  cur- 
lent  issue.  Scott's  list  the  eight-cent  blue  as 
die  two,  but  the  only  copies  I  have  are  of 
die  one.  Just  what  this  means  is  hard  to  say  at 
this  time.

William  Friese-Greene 

Inventor  of  Moving  Pictures 


NOW  that  there  Is  talk  of  moving-pic- 
ture makers  coming   to  Victoria  to 
work,  let  us  learn  a  little  about  the 
first  man  who  ever  made  a  real  movie. 

All  or  nearly  all  your  grandparents  were 
grown  up  before  a  moving  picture  was  made. 
Many  of  your  fathers  and  mothers  were  big 
boys  and  girls,  when  the  first  movies  were  to 
be  seen  In  Canadian  towns  and  cities.  Now 
there  Is  scarcely  a  village  so  small  or  so  far 
away  that  children  may  not  go  sometimes,  and 
wonder  and  laugh,  and  perhaps  cry.  as  the 
pictures  thrown  on  the  screen  tell  them 
stories.  We  do  not  like  to  think  that  little 
folk  see  the  fearful  sights  sometime  shown. 

Mr.  William  Friese-Oreene,  the  Bngltsh 
gentleman  who  made  the  first  moving  picture, 
was  a  man  who  hoped  that  his  wonderful  In- 
vention would  not  only  give  pleasure,  but 
benefit  to  those  who  ?aw  his  pictures. 

He  was  bom  seventy-eight  years  ago  In  the 
fine  old  city  of  Bristol.  He  was  educated  in 
one  of  the  great  schools  founded  In  Queen 
Elizabeth's  time,  the  same  sort  of  school  as 
Thackeray  and  Charles  Lamb  went  to.  Like 
many  boys,  he  did  not  know  what  he  wanted 
to  do  when  he  left  school.  At  length  he  de- 
cided to  become 

A  Photographer 

HE  went  to  work  with  a  very  clever  man. 
Mr.  J.  A.  Rudge,  who  was,  himself,  try- 
ing to  make  a  moving  picture,  and  had  made 
a  machine  with  a  long  name  for  that  purpose. 
Fox-Talbot  was  another  who  taught  the  young 
man. 

He  was  soon  at  work  himself,  trying  to  make 
pictures  of  moving  things  end  people  in  the 
great  city  of  London.  In  January,  188*. 
forty-five  years  ago.  boys  on  their  way  to 
school  may  have  seen,  as  they  went  by  Hyde 
Park  Corner,  a  man  with  a  camera  photo- 
graphing the  horec3  and  cabs  and  the  crowd 
passing  by.  The  picture*  were  made  on  a 
celluloid  film,  which  the  Inventor  had  to  make 
himself,  for  there  were  none  to  be  bought. 
A  strip  of  this  very  film  Is  preserved  In  the 
Science  Museum,  at  South   Kensington,  In 


Now,  while  the  inventor  of  the  kine-camera 
was  struggling  with  debt  and  poverty,  rich 
men  In  America  and  Europe  had  built  or  hired 
theatres,  actors  and  playwrights,  and  were 
showin*  pictures  to  crowded  houses.  Rich 
men  were  growing  richer,  and  thousands  of 
men  and  women  were  learning  a  hew  business. 

What  had  Mr.  Friese-Oreene  to  aay  about 
all  this?  in  spite  of  poverty  he  went  on  In- 
venting. It  is  said  he  took  out  no  leas  than 
sixty-four  patents.  He  dl< 
envy  those  who  were  making 


I've  Got  It!  I've  Got  It! 

IT  Is  said  that  when  Mr.  Friese-Oreene  saw 
that  picture  on  the  screen  in  his  studio,  he 
rushed  out  Into  the  street,  shouting  "I've 
got  it!"  He  grabbed  a  policeman  by  the  arm 
and  took  him  In  to  sec  the  wonder. 

For  some  days,  crowds  passing  by  the  place, 
Hopped  at  the  window  to  see  this  first  of 
moving  pictures.  The  first  show  was  made 
In  Chester  Town  Hall.  Then,  somehow  the 
pleture  and  the  inventor  of  this  wonder  were 
forgotten,  except  by  a  few  scientific  men  and 
fellow  photographers.  He  went  on  Inventing, 
but  his  Inventions  brought  him  no  money. 
Instead,  he  got  Into  debt  and  was  actually 
Imprisoned,  because  he  could  not  pay  his  bills, 
or  rather  because  he  dkJ  not  oSey  the  court, 
which  ordered  him  to  pay  them. 
In  the  meantime,  other  Inventors  were  at 
In  INS.  Mr.  Robert  Paul  and  Mr.  Bert 
.  with  an  Improved  but  not  a  new  cam- 
made  moving  pictures  of  the  Oerman 
at  Kiel,  and  newspapers

The  War  Came 

TIE  quiet,  earnest  gentleman 
old,  when,  in  1914.  the  Oreat  War  broke 
out.  He  lived  in  a  poor  house  In  an  obecure 
street  in  London.  His  three  sons  went  to  the 
war.  The  next  year  a  friend  called  to  see 
the  family.  He  found  them  without  fuel  or 
food.  Oreatly  shocked.  Mr.  Day  (that  was 
his  name)  gave  them  money  for  their  present 
needs,  and  appealed  to  those  who  had  profited 
by  his  inventions  for  money  to  support  him. 
The  sum  received  was  pitifully  small.  But 
Mr.  Friese-Oreen  was  .soon  beyond  the  need 
of  money. 

One  day.  in  1921.  a  meeting  of  those  Inter- 
ested in  moving  pictures,  was  held  In  London. 
There  was  a  quarrel  among  them,  and  it  was 
likely  to  do  harm  to  what  had  become  of  the 
great  film  industry.  When  others  had  spoken 
some  one  in  the  back  of  the  room  asked  per- 
mission to  say  a  few  words.  Lord  Beaver- 
brook,  who  was  chairman,  asked  the  speaker 
to  come  to  the  platform. 

In  a  few  low-spoken  words,  the  speaker, 
a.s  the  inventor.  Mr.  Friese-Oreene 
the  angry  members  to  make  friends. 
The  call  to  kindness  and  peace  came  from 
the  lips  of  a  dying  man,  for  the  speaker  passed 
away  before  the  meeting  ended. 

The  tragic  happening  forced  people  to 
realixe  how  much  the  world  owed  to  the 
memory  of  the  Inventor  of  the  moving  pic- 
ture. A  public  funeral,  and  a  monument,  de- 
signed by  a  great  artist,  as  well  as  columns 
of  praise  and  appreciation,  marked  the 
of  the  life  of  one  who  had  I 
years. 

Yet  the  man  who  watched  the  progress  of 
his  art  and  who  could  look  upon  the  success 
of  others  without  envy  or  Jealousy  la  not  to 
be  pitied.  There  are  better  things  than 
riches  in  the  world.  Let  us  honor  the  memory 
of  the  great  Inventor.  William  Friese-Oreene, 
who  never  had  a  hard  or  a  bitter  word  to  aay

Lincoln  led  in 
the  preservation  of  the  Union  of  the  States 
and  the  freeing  of  the  negro  slaves  after  a 
war  which  lasted  from  1M1  to  18«6.  He  was 
assassinated  in  a  theatre  on  April  14.  IMS 
Lincoln  is  looked  upon  as  a  national  hero  by 
all  the  people  of  the  United  States.

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Timely  Garden  Hints

By  H  L.  8. 
you  find  barnyard  manure  hard  to  obtain 
and  objectionable  to  use  In  any  way,  do 
not  hesitate  to  try  peat  mow  Peat  breaks 
heavy  land  and  makes  light  land  more 
and  retentive  or  moisture.  It  is  par- 
tlcularly  valuable  on  sandy  loams,  and  Its  use 
over  a  few  years  works  wonders  and  does  not 
make  the  soil  sour.  Peat  makes  an  excellent 
mulch  and  Is  better  than  manure  In  that  it 
affords  a  clean  and  odorless  surface.  Finally, 
it  can  be  dug  Into  the  soil  to  advantage 

Peat  moss  can  be  purchased  from  local  grain, 
hay  and  feed  merchants  in  bales,  which  can 
be  transported  in  a  barrow.  Two  of  these  bales 
are  equal  to  a  load  of  manure.  It  can  be 
broken  down  readily  from  the  bale  and  ren- 
dered fine  for  use  by  a  little  manipulation 
of  the  garden  fork  or  by  hand.  Scatter  a 
mulch  one-half  to  one  and  one-half  Inches  In 
thickness  and  dig  it  in  one  spade  deep.  Peat 
la  Inclined  to  encourage  acidity  in  the  soil 
and  this  can  be  overcome  by  sprinkling  the 
soil  with  a  little  lime  every  two  year*. 

Seaweed  in  the  Garden 

THOSE  who  live  near  the  aea  should  know 
the  value  of  seaweed  as  a  manure.  In 
former  years  seaweed  has  been  used  exten- 
sively, but  the  advent  of  artificial  fertilizers 
has  brought  about  a  tendency  to  overlook  its 
manurial  value.  Yet  seaweed  is  an  organic 
manure  and  there  are  no  artificial  plant  foods 
that  are  as  beneficial  as  those  of  an  organic 
nature.  The  artificial  fertilisers  never  give 
the  soil  the  same  capacity  for  conserving  mois- 
ture as  organic  manures,  nor  do  they  provide 
humus  for  the  soil. 

Seaweed  may  be  called  a  complete  fertlllxer. 
It  contain*  some  of  each  of  the  three  main 
fertilising  agents— nitrogen,  phosphorus 
potash.  Seaweed  contains  about  the  same 
amount  of  nitrogen,  a  little  less  phosphate  and 
double  the  quantity  of  potash  as  Is

The  Compost  Heap 

•WAKE  a  compost  heap.  Ii  you  do  not 
1V1  seas  a  proper  place  in  the  corner  of  your 
garden  for  the  garden  refuse,  by  all  means 
make  one  immediately  before  you  become  too 
busy  with  other  garden  work.  For  the  aver- 
age home  garden  one  three  feet  square  and 
five  feet  high  will  hold  all  the  rubbish  and 
will  keep  the  garden  clean.  Throw  Into  it 
all  your  waste  garden  material,  such  as  lawn 
clippings,  cabbage  leaves,  etc.,  and  to  encourage 
decay,  throw  In  several  handfuls  of  sulphate  of 
ammonia  on  the  top  every  two  weeks.  Next 
Spring  it  wUl  be  ready  to  apply  to  your  garden. 

There  Is  plenty  of  time  to  sow  your  main 
crop  seeds,  but  be  sure  to  make  a  plan  of  your 
garden  so  you  will  know  where  everything  la 
going  to  be  planted.  Do  not  sow  the  same 
things  on  the  same  ground  as  last  year.  It 
is  easy  enough  to  arrange  this  in  a  large  gar- 
den, but  when  the  plot  is  small  it  Is  a  more 
difficult  matter.    Try  this  plan,  which  also

Since  it  contains  a  large  quantity  of  potash 
it  is  very  beneficial  to  light  sandy  soils.  It 
can  be  mixed  with  basic  slag  and  superphos- 
phates, but  should  never  be  mixed  with  potash 
manures  because  of  the  quantity  of  potash  it 
contains. 

It  is  best  applied  at  the  rate  of  about  six 
barrow  loads  a  square  rod  direct  to  the  soil 
because  it  loses  much  of  its  value  on  being 
stored.  Application  should  be  made  anytime 
between  Autumn  and  early  Spring,  digging  It 
in  when  the  soil  Is  workable.  It  may  be  used 
on  practically  any  crop  to  which  farmyard 
manure  is  applied.

This 
will  admit  air  into  the  soil  and  if  a  top  dress- 
ing of  sifted  soli  and  decayed  manure  is  ap- 
plied, a  great  Improvement  In  the  turf  will  be 
noticed  during  the  Summer. 
Remove  all  weeds  and  roll  gravel  walks  now. 
Lay  out  flower  beds  and  plan  color  schemes 
for  beds. 

Remove  all  weeds  from  rock  gardens. 

Resume  digging  If  your  land  breaks  up  read- 
ily when  turned  over. 

Don-t  forget  to  clean  and  oil  your  garden 
tools  after  using. 


Some  Pointers  on  Sowing 
Seeds  in  Window  Boxes 
for  Transplanting 

BAD  drainage  almost  certainly  accounts  for 
more  seed  failures  than  any  other  single 
cause.  This  is  particularly  the  case  when 
seeds  are  sown  in  wooden  boxes.  All  too 
frequently  these  have  no  adequate  outlet  for 
water,  such  slits  as  there  may  have  been 
originally  in  the  bottom  of  each  box  having 
gradually  closed  as  the  wood  became  damp 
and  swelled.  Slits  In  wooden  trays  ahould  be 
a  quarter  of  an  inch  wide.  If  leu,  they  must 
be  widened  with  a  penknife. 

It  to  not  sufficient  to  have  good  drainage 
holes  or  allts.  Unless  they  are  protected  with 
a  layer  of  broken  china  and  rough  gravel,  they 
will  soon  get  blocked  up  with  fine  soil,  and  will 
cease  to  function.  China  should  be  placed 
over  each  slit  In  the  seed  trays.  The  rough 
material  left  In  the  sieve  when  composts  are 
being  prepared  makes  an  excellent  covering 
for  these  crocks,  and  ahould  be  stored  in  a  box 
for  this  purpose. 

The  compost  itself  to  of  great  importance. 
Do  not  make  It  unnecesarlly  fine,  nor  use  spent 
soil  tipped  out  of  old  pots  or  boxes  for  the 
purpose.  Screening  necessarily  removes  much 
of  the  fibre  from  the  soil,  and  the  tiny  par- 
ticles then  tend  to  bind  together  so  solidly 
that,  after  a  few  weeks,  neither  air  nor  water 
can  penetrate.  Sourness  to  the  inevitable  re- 
sult, and  is  quickly  followed  by  dense  growths 
of  slime,  moss  and  lichens  on  the  surface  of 
the  soil,  which  make  it  almost  Impossible  for 
the  tiny  seedlings  to  survive,  even  should  be 
germinate. 


THERE  should  be.  no  necessity  to  dwell 
upon-  the  great  advantage  of  sprouting 
planting  sets,  except  for  the  instruction 
of  real  novices  who  have  had  no  previous  ex- 
perience in  cultivation  of  the  crop,  says  Ama- 
teur Qardenlng.  The  fact  remains  that  some 
who  have  made  attempts  to  sprout  their  tubers 
have  decided  that  there  to  no  real  benefit  to 
show  for  the  trouble.  In  any  such  cases  a 
little  Investigation  reveals  that  methods 
adopted  have  been  responsible  for  failures,  but 
where  sprouting  has  been  properly  carried  out. 
and  the  tubers  have  been  treated  with  neces- 
sary care,  results  have  fully  Justified  the  prac- 
tice. 

In  the  first  place,  it  to  of  little  service  to 
set  up  potatoes  in  trays  three  weeks  before 
they  are  to  be  planted.  Early  purchase  of 
planting  sets  is  necessary  to  secure  any  bene- 
fit, because  slow  development  of  short  growth 
is  what  spells  success.  The  next  essential  to 
that  the  trays  containing  the  tubers  shall  be 
placed  in  good  daylight  in  a  situation  that  is 
safe  from  frost,  but  not  subject  to  artificial 
fluctuations  of  temperature.  Fire  heat  is  not 
required  and  is  not  helpful.  The  shots  should 
be  purple  or  dark  green  In  color,  with  no 
danching  or  elongation  through

mination,  while  loose  soil 
with  much  the  ssme  result. 

Even  sowing  to  equally  Important.  If  the 
seed  is  scattered  too  thickly,  the  seedlings  will 
be  so  huddled  together  that  light  and  air  will 
not  be  able  to  penetrate  between  them.  They 
will  soon  get  drawn  and  weakly,  and  will  fall 
a  ready  prey  to  the  damping -off  disease,  which 
is  capable  of  mowing  down  whole  pans  of 
seedlings  in  a  single  night.  It  to  not  a  difficult 
matter  to  secure  evenness  of  distribution  with 
big  seeds  such  as  sweet  peas,  as  each  can  be 
placed  in  position  readily  with  the  fingers. 
But  some  skill  to  necessary  when  dealing  with 
small  seeds.  One  of  the  best  methods  to  to 
fold  a  small  sheet  of  stiff  writing  paper  Into 
the  shape  of  a  scoop  and  place  the  seeds  in 
this.  Then  held  the  scoop  between  the  two 
first  fingers  and  thumb  of  the  left  hand,  and 
gently  Up  it  with  a  pencil  held  In  the  right 
hand  In  this  way.  the  minutest  seeds  can  be 
thlrtly    without    danger  of

Benefit  of  Sprouting 

THE  first  obvious  benefit  of  sprouting  to 
that  It  reveals  the  presence  of  blind  or 
weak  tubers  that  are  not  worth  planting.  It 
also  enables  one  to  discover,  by  the  difference 
in  appearance  of  the  shoots,  any  stray  potato 
which  does  not  belong  to  the  variety.  The 
next  point  to  that  it  affords  opportunity  to 
reduce  the  number  of  shoots  on  any  potato 
that  has  more  eyes  than  are  required  to  make 
a  good  productive  plant.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  a  multiplicity  of  the  growths  from 
eyes  will  Increase  the  number  of  young  po- 
tatoes formed,  but  if  these  are  unduly  crowded, 
the  majority  will  not  get  beyond  unusable 
size. 

Where  the  aim  to  to  produce  a  heavy  yield 
of  serviceable  tubers  for  the  table,  the  number 
of  sprouts  will  be  reduced  to  two,  or  at  most 
to  three,  on  a  set  or  ordinary  planting  size, 
averaging  a  weight  of  about  two  ounces 
Sometimes  it  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  use 
planting  tubers  of  smaller  size,  In  which  case 
it  to  advisable  to  limit  the  sprouts  to  one.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  may  be  that  large  potatoes 
must  be  used  in  order  to  secure  stock  of  a 
wanted  variety.  In  such  cases.  It  to  a  sound 
plan  to  cut  the  tubers,  dividing  them  In  such 
a  way  that"  each  portion  has  at  least  one  good 
shoot  and  an  ounce  of  solid  flesh  beneath  it. 
The  cut  surface  should  immediately  be  dusted 
with  either  slaked  lime  or  powdered  charcoal, 
and  be  placed  where  neither  sunshine  nor  dry- 
ing wind  can  reach  them  till 


or  scratching  the  tender  surface  of  the  tiny 
potatoes,  the  little  wound  becoming  an  ugly 
scar  when  these  Increase  In  size.  That  to 
why  scab  to  most  prevalent  on  harsh,  gravelly 
soils,  or  on  lumpy  clays,  the  clods  of  which 
bake  hard  during  dry  weather. 

Those  who  live  in  country  districts,  where 
plenty  of  leaf  mould  to  available,  should  make 
iree  us  of  It  lor  lining  the  furrows  and  pack- 
ing round  the  sets.  The  potato  is  one  subject 
for  which  leaf  mould  to  of  great  servicei  It 
supplies  nitrogen,  which  will  nourish  the  plants 
and  promote  rapid  growth.  Moreove.  Its  soft- 
ness U  a  safeguard  against  the  scratching 
danger  above  referred  to.  It  to  distinctly  bad 
practice  to  line  the  furrows  with  manure  and 
place  the  potatoes  on  It. 

When  the  sets  are  placed  in  position,  a  little 
fine  material  should  be  banked  around  each 
carefully  with  a  trowel,  affording  support  for 
the  sprouts.  Then  the  remainder  of  the  earth 
can  be  gently  drawn  back  and  levelled  with  a 
draw  hoe.  This  to  a  much  better  tool  for  the 
purpose  than  a  spade.  Unlike  most  things, 
potatoes  do  not  like  to  be  pressed  or  trodden 
firmly;  a  loose,  friable  root  run  to  Imperative 
to  best  results. 

So  far  as  distance  apart  to  concerned,  the 
more  room  .the  plants  can  have  the  better 
will  be  the  yield.  The  minimum  for  first 
earlie*  that  are  to  be  dug  as  "new"  potatoes 
is  twelve  inches  apart,  with  eighteen  Inches 
between  rows.  Malncrops  may  be  planted  at 
eighteen  inches  by  thirty  inches,  but  better 
results  will  be  secured  if  the  distance  to  two

Amounts  of  Seed 
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Ortat  care  must  be  taken  not  to  sow  too 
deeply  or  thinly.    A  good  general  rule  to  to 
cover  seeds  with  twice  their  own  depth  of  soil 
we.   In  the   case  of   very  minute 
such  as  those  of  primulas  and  begonias, 
it  to  best  not  to  cover  the  seeds  at  all.Whrn 
they  have  been  scattered  over  the  surface,  the 
whale  receptacle  to  covered  first  with  a  pane 
of  glass  and  then  with  a  sheet  of  brown  paper. 
Watering  of  such  tiny  seeds  must  not  be  car- 
ried out  from  above  with  a  water  pot.  Even 
the  spray  from  a  fine  reee  would  be  too  coarse, 
and  would  wash  the  seeds  about  badly.  The 
correct  method  to  to  hold  the  pan  or  box  al- 
to its  rim  in  a  vessel  of  water.  The 
rill  soak  up  through  the  drainage 
In  the  bottom,  and  soon  the  whole  body 
of  soil  will  become  adequately  moistened  with- 
out disturbing  the  surface. 

Firm  the  Soil 

DO  not  attempt  to  sow  on  uneven  or  loose 
soil.  First  of  all.  press  it  evenly  all  over 
with  a  smooth  wooden  block,  so  as  to  leave  a  .

The  Newman  red  raspberry  to  of  Canadian 
origin,  and  to  a  very  promising  variety.

Planting  the  Tubers 

\Y/HEN  everyth,n*  is  re*dv  Ior  planting. 
W  great  care  must  be  taken  to  ensure  that 
the  shoots  arc  not  broken.     It  to  folly  to 
roughly  drop  the  sets  into  holes  and  cover 
them  by  throwing  soil  thereon  with  a 
Open  out  a  trench  of  reasonable  wldt 
correct  depth.    Four  Inches  may  be  reckoned 
a  good  average  covering  of  soil.  On  wet.  heavy 
land  three  inches  may  prove  deep  enough,  and 
on  loose  sands  or  silts  six  Inches  will  not  be 
too  much.    It  to  Important  to  bear  In  mind 
that  the  nearer  the  surface  the  roots  can 
spread  the  better  will  be  their  development. 
It  may  be  necessary,  for  the  safety  of  those 
planted  very  early,  to  cover  the  ground  for  a 
period  with  loose  straw  or  dry  litter  to  ward 
off  frost,  but  this  covering  material  will  be 
removed  when  danger  of  frost  to  past.  This 
plan   to  infinitely   better  than  burying  the 
tubers  deeply  as  a  safeguard  against  freezing 
Evenness  of  texture  and  friability  are  con- 
ditions of  soil  which  foster  free  development 
of  roots  and  smoothness  of  tubers.    This  to 
best  secured  by  repeatedly  forking  over  the 
top  soil  during  several  weeks  prior  to  planting. 
All  clods  should  be  broken  down  during  the 
if  the  soil  is  heavy,  sprinkle  leaf 


pounds  of  good  planting  sets 
a  first  early  variety  should  plant  four 
rows  of  thirty  feet  length  each.  The  same 
weight  of  a  matnerop  variety  should  plant  six 
or  seven  rows  of  that  lengtn. 

All  through  the  early  stages  of  growth  It 
pays  to  hoe  the  ground  between  rows,  a  loose 
tilth  helping  to  check  evaporation  and  facili- 
tate aeration,  both  of  which  are  factors  which 
Induce  healthy  vigor.  If  there  to  any  reason 
to  believe  that  nourishment  or  stimulant  to 
needed,  a  good  fertilizer  may  be  Incorporated 
with  the  surface  soil  as  hoeing  goes  on.  Even 
this  will  do  greater  service  if  distributed  be- 
tween the  rows  than  it  would  do  close  around 
the  base  of  the  haulm.  Potato  fertilizers 
should  contain  a  good  percentage  of  potash, 
some  phosphates  and  nitnjgcn.  Where  the 
land  has  been  liberally  dealt,  with  in  regard 
to  manuring  before  planting,  there  will  be  leas 
need  for  top  dressing  with  fertilizers.  Over- 
coarse  growth  to  not  wanted,  but,  where  prog- 
ress to  slow,  stems  thin  and  weak,  and  foliage 
too  light  and  yellowish  In  their  coloring,  a 
little  fillip  will  be  desirable. 

If  July  proves  close  and  thundery,  with  rain. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  spray  the  crop  with 
Bordeaux  mixture  as  a  check  to  the  late 
blight  disease.  The  spraying  should  be  re- 
peated in  ten  days  or  so,  that  the  new  growth 
may  be  protected.  The  disease  spreads  on 
the  foliage,  and  later  passes  down  to  the 
tubers  causing  the  familiar  chocolate-brown

Sprouting  Seed  Potatoes  to 
Obtain  an  Early  Crop 


Soil,  climate  and  position  have  all  to  be  con- 
sidered, and  even  when  these  are  more  or  less 
Identical,  one  plant  may  succeed  and  another 
fall.  It  may  be  because  no  two  seeds  are  alike. 
Still,  general  rules  should  be  followed  because 
they  are  based  upon  the  experience  of  others 
and  arc  more  likely  to  lead  to  success  than 
mere  trusting  to  luck.  Just  as  careful  planting 
to  more  likely  than  careless  to  bring  satis- 
faction. 

It  to  worth  while,  for  example,  to  ascertain 
beforehand  the  needs  of  the  particular  plants 
one  wishes  to  grow.  Some,  even  in  the 
moraine  or  screen,  like  plenty  of  rich  food, 
while  others,  such  as  arenarlas,  saxifrages, 
androsaces  and  llnarias,  will  flourish  on  little, 
and  that  of  poor  quality.

Making  New  Plantations 
of  Raspberries  Still 
May  Be  Undertaken 

THERE  to  still  time  to  make  new  planta- 
tions of  raspberries  In  the  garden,  but  the 
work  should  be  taken  in  hand  at  the  first 
.'avorablc  opportunity,  for  much  better  growth 
to  likely  to  be  obtained  If  the  canes  have  had 
opportunity  to  make  a  few  roots  before  growth 
recommences  in  the  Spring. 

Raspberries  are  mototure-lovlng  and  sur- 
facc-rootlng  plants.  These  are  two  matters  of 
first  Importance  which  must  be  borne  In  mind 
when  preparing  the  soil  and  planting  the 
canes.  A  rather  heavy  soil,  deeply  dug  and 
well  manured,  suits  them  to  perfection,  while 
light,  dry  land  to  far  from  ideal.  It  can,  how- 
ever, be  improved  beyond  belief  by  liberal 
dressings  of  manure,  decayed  vegetable  mat- 
ter, and  similar  materials  that  will  make  It 
closer  In  texture  and  more  retentive  of  mois- 
ture. , 

Because  of  their  love  of  a  cool  root  run 
laspberrles  thrive  best  in  a  partially-shaded 
place,  but  they  may  be  grown  In  full  sun. 
providing  they  are  not  allowed  to  get  parched 
as  fruiting  time  draws  near.  The  result  of 
this  would  be  small.  Imperfectly-formed  ber- 
ries, with  little  or  no  flavor. 

Dig  the  ground  as  deeply  as  possible,  work- 
ing in  all  the  humus-forming  material  avail- 
able, and  allow  it  to  stand  for  a  week  or  so  to 
settle.  It  should  then  be  marked  out  ready  for 
planting.  There  are  several  ways  of  doing  this, 
but  the  best  to  to  arrange  the  canes  two  feet 
apart  In  rows  running  north  and  south,  and 
spaced  at  six-foot  intervals. 

A  new  plantation  is  made  from  single  young 
canes,  or  suckers,  each  with  a  good  tuft  of 
roots  attached,  cut  from  an  old  bed.  Either 
the  old  plants  can  be  lifted  and  the  young 
cai»es  be  spilt  away,  or  the  suckers  can  be 
chopped  out  with  a  sharp  spade  without  dis- 
turbing the  parent  plants.  The  latter  method 
must  be  adopted  when  It  to  not  desired  to  dis- 
card the  old  plantation  at  once. 
Take  care  when  selecting  the    canes  for 


cane  unsecured  to  the  wire  because  it  must 
be  removed  later,  for.  if  left  untied,  it  will 
blow  about  In  every  wind  and  loosen  the  roots 
Cutting  back  will  encourage  vigorous  new 
growth  during  the  coming  season,  and  this 
will  bear  fruit  the  second  year.  It  to  no  use  to 
be  In  a  hurry  to  have  a  crop  at  once.  Some 
berries  could  certainly  be  harvested  from  the 
canes  were  they  left  unpruned.  but  little  new

\Y/ATBRINO  <*  house  plants  during  the 
W  Winter  time  to  not  enough.  Most  of  the 
shiny-leaved  varieties,  particularly  all  broad - 
leaved  varieties,  should  be  given  a  sponge  bath 
occasionally  to  remove  dust  and  other  din 
that  settles  on  their  leaves.  Aspidistras,  rub- 
ber plants  and  palms  are  especially  grateful 
for  a  regular  sponge  bath. 

Occasionally  when  giving  your  plants  a  bath 
a  diluted  Insecticide  may  be  used  which  will 
prevent  Insect  pests,  such  as  scales,  from  mak- 
ing any  headway. 

No  fixed  rules  can  be  given  for  watering 
plants  during  the  Winter  months.  The  drain- 
age, else  of  pot,  and  weather  influences  It  con- 
siderably. 

Plant  personalities  must  also  be  considered 
where  watering  to  concerned.  If  aspldtotrss 
are  over-watered,  the  leaves  will  turn  brown. 
Cacti,  for  example,  can  go  a  week  without 
water,  but  then  they  should  have  a 
drenching.

Model  Railway 
Is  at  Wimbledon 

T  ONDON  <BUP>.  -The 
■L^  smallest  working  model  of 
an  electric  railway  in  the 
world  is  a  star  exhibit  at  the 
annual  exhibition  of  the 
Wimbledon  Model  Railway 
Club  in  Locomotive  Hall. 

The  tiny  railway,  which  is 
a  model  of  a  complete  system 
with  colored  light  signals 
operated  by  the  trains,  is 
built  on  a  gauge  of  three- 
eighths  of  an  inch.  The 
model  Is  set  In  a  miniature 
Devon  landscape.  The  entire 
model,  including  scenery,  can 
be    folded    into   a  suitcase. 


TT  THAT  is  claimed  to  be  a  new  world's  diving  record  has 
\\  been  made  in  Australia  through  the  use  of  an  inven- 
tion which,  it  is  asserted,  will  revolutionize  diving 
practice,  according  to  The  Sydney  (Australia)  Morning 
Herald.  A  representative  party  of  scientists,  engineers  and 
shipping  men  saw  Diver  H.  R.  Locke,  formerly  of  the  British 
Royal  Navy  and  of  the  Royal  Australian  Navy,  descend  into 
the  deepest  part  of  Sydney  Harbor  to  a  depth  of  165  feet,  re- 
main upon  the  bottom  for  more  than  an  hour  and  ascend  in  less 
than  four  minutes. 

PERFECTLY  NORMAL 
Alter  examining  Locke,  physicians 
announced  he  was  perfectly  normal, 
although  the  Admiralty  Manual  of 
Diving  says  that,  with  a  standard 
diving  cult,  a  diver  remaining  a 
similar  period  in  the  water  must,  for 
his  safety,  be  brought  to  the  sur- 
face in  stages  over  a  period  of  100 
minutes. 

The  Invention  is  the  work  of  two 
Australians.  E.  R.  Clifford  and  J. 
Cantor,  of  8ydney.  One  of  It*  main 
leatures  is  the  control  of  air  *ln 
watsr  which  is  effected  by  an  ar- 
rangement of  valves  In  the  helmet, 
a  monel-metal  structure  of  peculiar 
design,  with  an  outer  and  Inner 
chamber  connected  with  the  outer 
and  Inner  section  of  the  suit  itself. 
DIVER  ISOLATED 

This  has  the  effect  of  isolating 
the  diver;  the  inner  chamber  is  em- 
ployed .solely  for  the  supply  of  fresh  i 
air,  while  the  outer  Jacket  can  be' 
Inflated  to  allow  the  diver  control 
over  his  own  movements.  The  two 
sections  are  isolated  by  means  of  a 
water-tight  waistband. 

It  is  asserted,  says  The  Sydney- 
Morning  Herald,  that  the  apparatus 
is  effective  at  any  reasonable  depth, 
makes  the  diver  mobile  at  all  depths 
and  provides  him  with  a  constant 
supply  of  normal  air.  This  makes  it 
unnecessary  for  him  to  ascend  after 
short  periods  below,  and  leaves  him 
without  ill  effects  after  his  ascent. 
SAFETY  ARRANGEMENT 

Should  the  alr-llne  be  severed,  the 
diver  can  make  adjustments  to  en- 
able him  to  reach  the  surface  and 
retain  sufficient  air  to  breathe  for 
llftecn  minutes. 

By  means  of  a  telephone  attach- 
ment. Locke  was  in  touch  with  those 
on  board  the  steamer  carrying  the 
:ivlng  equipment,  and  his  experi- 
ences, which  were  telephoned  to  the 
boat,  were  broadcast  by  Station  2BL 
He  MM  that  after  he  had  descended 
about  forty  feet  and  the  light  failed, 
ne  had  to  continue  his  Investiga- 
tions by  his  sense  of  touch.

LONDON  «CP>. -British  pilots 
have  discovered  a  new  sport  — 
racing  round  a  speedway,  marked 
cut  by  pylons  erected  on  the-  aero- 
drome, In  "ultra  light"  airplanes 
driven  by  six- horsepower  motorcycle 
engines.

HANDLED  WITH  EASE 

Men  like  Flight  Lieutenant  Stain- 
forth,  holder  of  the  world  s  speed 
record,  and  C.  W.  A.  8cott,  famous 
for  his  fast  flights  between  Eng- 
land and  Australia,  declare  that 
flying  the  little  craft  affords  them 
endless    pleasure.    On    the  other 
hand.  Kaye  Don.  who    had  not 
flown  for  more    than    ten  years, 
showed  they  could  be  handled  with 
ease  and  assurance  by  hands  which 
had  Inevitably  gone  "rusty";  In  fact, 
his    quick    and    effective  turning 
methods  actually  brought  him  vic- 
tory in  one  heat  over  the  profound 
knowledge  and  skill  of  StalnforUi 
Much  of  the  undoubted  safety  of 
the  "ultra  light"  plane  resides  in 
Its  low  speed.    Maximum  speed  at- 
tainable is  only  forty-five  miles  an 
hour,  and  landing  speed  Is  about 
eighteen.    Handling    qualities  are 
admirable:     pilots    skimmed  the 
grass  on  turns,  sometimes  "wheel- 
ing" literally  with  one  wheel  on  the 
ground  while  still  maintaining  fly- 
ing speed.    They  flew  In  the  race 
at  heights  above    the    ground  of 
never  more  than  thirty  or  forty 
feet,  and  the  quickest  manoeuvre 
seemed  to  Involve  no  difficulties 
Oiven  a  large  enough  field,  an  in- 
telligent and   fit  individual  could 
probably  teach  himself  to  fly  one 
of   them;    with    Instruction  none 
should  take  longer  than  an  hour  or 
two  to  gain  sufficient  mastery  of 
the  machine. 

HANDY  FOR  TRIJ 1 

The  designer  of  the  aircraft. 
Lowe  Wvlde.  who  Is  a  well-known 
glider  pilot  and  constructed  claims 
that  these  little  planes  are  quit" 
well  suited  to  cross-country  trips  in 
fair  weather.  They  are  capable  ot 
considerable  performance,  a  fact 
proven  by  the  designer  the  day 
after  tho  race  meeting,  when  he 
climbed  In  one  of  them  to  a  height 
of  4.300  feet.  He  parsed  through 
two  cloud  lays  and  was  still  climb- 
ing when  exhaustion  of  the  fuel 
supply  forced  him  to  descend.

Par  Golf  Now  Calls  for

LONDON  <  BUP  (  .—Oreat  Britain 
went  on  a  new  golf  par  standard  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  British  Oolf  Union  an- 
nounced that  from  January  1,  a 
different  method  of  arriving  at  the 
number  of  strokes  required  to  play 
a  hole  would  be  ln  lorce.  This  has 
the  effect  of  reducing  the  number 
of  strokes  for  the  round,  and  while 
making  things  more  difficult  for 
the  first-class  player,  has  a  disas- 
trous effect  on  the  eighteen-handl- 
cap  men  who  now  ilnd  their  han- 
dicaps Increased  from  anything  up 
to  six  strokes.

A  QUEER  LONDON  TRADE

PARIS.— A  prisoner  in  a  peniten- 
tiary ha*  more  peace  and  pleasure 
than  a  princess  in  a  palace! 

This  la  the  frank  answer  to  the 
question,  "la  It  fun  to  be  a  prin- 
cess?" by  Infante  Eulalle  de  Bour- 
bon, princess  of  royal  blood,  daugh- 
ter of  Isabelle  II.  sLster  of  Alfonso 
XII.  and  aunt  of  ex-King  Alfonso 
XIII  of  Spain. 

'  The  old  order  is  giving  place  to 
the  new,"  she  said,  "and  modern 
princesses  are  bringing  about  a  re- 
moval of  at  least  some  of  the  pres- 
sure that  was  brought  to  bear  upon 
their  royal  education  when  I  was  a 
girl." 

The  Infante  Eulalie  is  sixty-seven, 
has  bright  and  .sparkling  blue  eyes, 
.short  bobbed  hair,  and  an  intelli- 
gence and  personality  that  equal 
each  other  in  forcefulness  and  char- 
acter. 

•  From  the  time  a  little  princess 
is  born  in  the  royal  palace  every 
moment  of  her  life  Is  in  the  hands 
of  hundreds  of  people.  Even  the 
hours  she  Is  pennitted  to  sleep  are 
scheduled  by  a  chart,  and  if  she 
sleeps  too  long,  or  not  enough, 
something  must  be  done  about  It." 
In  this  particular  Instance,  however. 
Princess  Eulalle  admits  that  a 
"royal  beginning"  is  not  so  differ- 
ent from  that  of  a  little  "everyday 
child,"  whose  mother  has  read  her 
baby-care  books. 

"Later  on,  though,"  continued 
Princess  Eulalie,  "her  life  becomes 
vastly  different.  The  moments  dur- 
ing which  she  can  be  alone,  even 
in  the  privacy  of  her  own  apart- 
ments, become  fewer  and  fewer. 
She  has  many  governesses.  They 
teach  her  languages,  manners  and 
customs  of  other  nations,  so  that 
on  state  occasions  she  will  portray 
the  grace  and  dignity  that  is  right- 
fully expected  of  her." 

If  she  Is  a  hot-headed  little  vixen, 
she  must  learn  to  curb  her  temper; 
If  she  is  a  shy  and  mode3t  child, 
she  must  be  taught  to  command 
authority;  If  she  is  bubbling  over 
with  life  and  enthusiasm,  she  must 
seek  to  suppress  herself  and  quell 
the  raging  storms  and  desires  for 
adventure  that  lurk  within  her 
youthful  breast. 

The  Princess  Eulalie,  whose  ful! 
and  complete  title  is  Marle-Eulalie- 
Francoise  d'Asslse-Marguerite-Ro- 
berte  Isabelle-Prancoisc  de  Paule- 
Chrlstlne-Marie  de  la  Piedr.d.  was 
born  In  Madrid,  February  12.  1864. 
She  was  married  there  cn  March 
6.  1886,  a  month  after  her  twenty - 
eecond  birthday,  to  Prince  Antoinc 
of  Orleans.  She  received  much  cf , 
her  education  in  Britain  and  France. 1 1 
and  has  traveled  extensively 
throughout  Europe. 

She  was  a  thrilling  figure  at  the 
Chicago  Warld  Fair.  Attempts  are 
being  made  to  persuade  her  to  at- 
tend the  Century  of  Progress  Ex- 
position there  this  year. 

Prince  Antoinc  died  in  Paris  on 
Christmas  Eve,  1930.  and  the  wid- 
owed princess  (she  Is  barely  five 
feet  tall  and  it  Ls  doubtful  If  she 
tips  the  scales  at  more  than  106 
pounds-),  lives  modestly  in  a  Spanish 
convent,  occupying  two  beautifully 
simple  rooms,  surrounded  by  the 
souvenirs  of  a  brilliant  and  happy 
girlhood.

Everyone— man.  woman  or  child 
loves  flowers  It  is  born  In  us  to 
appreciate  thc.r 
jeauty  and  fra- 
grance. They 
arouse  In  us  all 
that  ls  good  and 
sincere. 

It  Ls  my  firm 
belief  that  f lon- 
ers in  a  home 
make  that  home 
place  in 
which  to  live — a 
more  cheerful 
place,  breathing 
happiness  and 
harmony  and 
contentment. 

More  and  more,  home  makers, 
during  the  bleak  Winter  months, 
are  using  flowers  dally  to  sup- 
plement and  bring  out  the  interior 
decorative  fchemes  of  living-rooms, 
dining-rooms  and  boudoirs.  If  the 
flowers  are  arranged  with  intelli- 
gence and  care,  It  is  surprising  how 
few  of  thorn  are  needed  to  brighten 
up  the  scheme  of  things.  It,  there- 
fore, can  be  seen  that  floral  deco- 
rations for  the  home  need  not  be  a 
too  expensive  item. 

Many  a  housewife  or  hostess  or- 
ders flowers  without  any  regard  for 
the  interior  decorations  of  her  home. 
With  a  little  intelligent  forethought, 
giving  due  consideration  to  color 
combinations  In  the  various  rooms, 
types  and  styles  of  furniture,  hang- 
ings and  drapes,  she  can  add  just 
the  proper  flower  combinations  to 
enhance  the  entire  atmosphere  of 
the  home.  And,  let  me  repeat,  at 
little  cost. 

By  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  the 
fitting  and  the  proper,  florally 
speaking,  a  woman  can  spend  less 
for  her  flowers  and  yet  achieve  far 
more  beautiful  effects. 

For  example,  If  the  living-room 
has  brown  or  dark  green  cretonne 
drapes,  the  flowers  should  be  such 
as  to  bring  out  the  colors  In  these 
hangings— and  not  to  blend  with 
them.  The  flowers  should  form  a 
warm  spot  of  color  that  says  Wel- 
come, and  make  yourself  at  home." 
Flowers  on  the  front  hall  table  do 
the  same.

||  A  boudoir  bouquet  must  be  light.

||a  small  vase.  Try  not  to  use  bowls 
of  flowers  in  the  bedroom,  as  they 
are  a  little  off  the  scheme  of  things. 
Bowls  belong  downstairs  In  the 
home.  However,  a  gay  little  vase 
of  flowers  for  the  guest  gives  Just 
the  right  greeting  and  adds  much 
to  the  warmth  of  welcome. 

Flowers  for  the  dining-room  | 
should  be  arranged  in  a  low  bowl. 
In  this  room,  we  ordinarily  look 
dowrr  upon  them.  Therefore,  they 
should  be  loosely  arranged.  The 
home  maker  will  do  well  to  have  a 
flower  holder  in  this  event,  arrang- 
ing the  blooms  so  that  the  person 
looking  down  upon  them  gets  just 
the  right  effect. 

If  they  are  on  a  buffet  or  side- 
board, then  you  will  look  at  them 
from  the  side  and  front.  They 
should  be  arranged  with  this  li) 
mind.

Here  Ls  a  recipe  that  will 
use  that  Juice  in  a  delicious  Jellv 
that  combines  wonderful  flavors  to 
accompany  lamb,  or  garnish  pud- 
dings, and  downy  white  cakes. 
PINEAPPLE  MINT  JELLY 

Two  cups  (1  lb.)  syrup  from 
canned  pineapple;  3  1-2  cup-,  il  1-2 
lb.)  sugar;  1  cup  mint  leaves;  green 
coloring;  1-2  cup  bottled  fruit  pec- 
tin. 

Wash  mint  leaves.  Do  not  re- 
move stems.  Place  leaves  In  large 
saucepan  and  press  with  wooden 
potato  masher. 

Measure    sugar    and  pineapple 
syrup  Into  saucepan  and  mix  with 
mint.    Bring  to  a  boil,  adding  color- 
ing to  give  desired  shade— use  aL 
coloring  that  the  fruit  acids  will  |  ounce  i^rs

APBICOT  JAM 

This   Jam   is   golden   and  tart. 
Four  cups  (2  lbs.)  prepared  fruit; 
7  cups  (3  lbs.)  sugar;  1  cup  bottled 
fruit  pectin. 

To  prepare  fruit,  add  31-2  cups 
water  to  1-2  pound  dried  apricots 
Cover  and  let  stand  four  hours  or 
overnight.  Then  simmer,  covered 
for  thirty  minutes.  Drain  fruit, 
grind  cr  chop  fine,  and  mix  with 
Juice.  Measure  .sugar  Into  a  large 
kettle.  Add  prepared  fruit,  filling 
up  last  cup  with  water  if  necessary. 
Mix  well  and  bring  to  a  full  rolling 
boil  over  hottest  fire.  Stir  con- 
stantly before  and  while  boiling. 
Boil  hard  for  one  minute.  Remove' 
frcm  fire  and  stir  in  liquid  pectin.

Mr.  Manning  points  out  that  fish 
oils  derived  from  cod  liver,  turbot 
liver,  salmon  and  sardines  are  ex- 
cellent sources  of  vitamin  D.  Vita- 
min A  is  found  in  quantity  in  cod 
liver  oil.  salmon  and  turbot  ilver  oiLs 
Canned  salmon  and  canned  had- 
dock are  rich  in  vitamin  O.  Oysters 
and  clams  are  plenty  vitamin - 
con-clou.-,  producing  vitamins  A,  B 
and  D.  The  sea  even  Imparts  vita- 
mins to  the  plants  that  flourish  ln 
it.  Kelp,  one  of  thc  seaweeds.  Is  a 
relatively  good  source  of  vitamin  A. 

In  addition  to  vitamins,  a  number 
Of  mineral  elements  have  been  dis- 
covered ln  dehydrated  marine  prod- 
ucts. Not  only  is  iodine,  a  preven- 
tive of  simple  goitre,  plentiful  In  sea 
foods,  but  calcium,  phosphorus, 
manganese,  copper  and  iron,  all  Im- 
portant In  nutrition,  are  also  to  be 
found.
